Committee (NEC) concerning the continued publication of the 
"Daily Worker; " reports from EUGENE". DENNIS on some aspects of work 
in the CP., USA since the 16th National Convention' including a 
conflicting report by SID STEIN on the same subject; and a report 
by ROBERT THOMPSON on "The Profound Significance of the Recent 
Declaration Issued by the 12 Communist and Workers Parties of the 
Socialist Countries, and on the Inspiring Peace Manifesto issued 
by 64 Communist and Workers Parties." The document points out 
that the NEC adopted a statement concerning the declaration of 
the 12 Communist and Workers Parties which will be published in 
the January issue of "Political Affairs," and named those voting 
for the NEC statement as: GEORGE CHARNEY, DAVE DAVIS, FRED PINE, 
JOHN GATES, DOROTHY HEALEY, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, MICKEY LIMA, CARL. 
ROSS, MIKE RUSSQ, SID STEIN, and MARTHA STONE. Those opposing 
the NEC statement were named ass BEN DAVIS, EUGENE DENNIS, EARL 
DURHAM, ELIZABETH G. FLYNN, JAMES JACKSON, HY LUMER, and ROBERT 
THOMPSON. Those abstaining from voting were named ass CARL WINTER 
and JACK STACHEL. Absent and hot voting were WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
and GEORGE MEYERS. 

This document sets forth a motion of censor by the NEC 
of the National Administrative Committee (NAC) in the following 
terms; "The NEC considers the efforts of the 4 to 3 majority 
of the NAO in attempting to push through and make a public 
statement of important policy in relation to the 12 Party Declaration 
in the NAC and their refusal to consult with the NEC as a serious 
breach of Party democracy, an act of bureaucracy contrary to the 
spirit of the 16th Convention." 

The NEC expresses its' sharp criticism of the failure of 
the NAC to function within the limits of its clearly-defined 
administrative role. It instructs the NAC that there should be 
"no repetition of such an action in the future." 

Also set forth in this document is a statement by 
BEN DAVIS appearing .in the same issue of the "Daily Worker," 
explaining his reason for voting for the Press Release. If 
pertinent, the document should be examined in further detail.

The chairman introduced George Watt ,r who will talk on the 
ideological differences in the party and where are we going 
from here on?" 

George Watt said that he could talk a whole month on the 
subject outlined by the chairman but "I'll start from 'Where 
are we going from here on? ' I whish x knew the answer, 
I realy don't know. Our party is quite disorganized and we 
are still groping in the dark. There is an improvement in 
party work in the last few months but we are still far away 
from being the real effective force in the struggle for 
Socialism in our country." 

On the question of ideological differences in the party he 
said that the differences are still "very sh^rp. I lined up 
with the. majority of the Na&ion^l Committee (CP.) which is 
the minority in the State Committee ,(N.Y.C.P. ) ; We belive that 
Socialism can be achieved in the United States by peaceTul 
means . " 

He spoke of Marxism as a "living theory which should be 
adjusted to conditions and changes" and that "the achievement 
of socialism in the United States must not follow the exact 
pattern of the Russian or the Chinese revolution. The 
dictatorship of the proletariat might take on intirely 
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NY 10O-26603-C4O 



different form than the dictatorship of the proletariat took 
in Russia following the great Bolshevick revolution. 
Because of the different economic,, technical and political 
conditions which exists in our country leads me to be l ive 
that we can achieve socialism by constitutional means. Since 
the Bolshevik revolution the world situation has changed 
drastically. The world is definitely going socialist and 
America will not be able to stay alone in a socialist world. 
It is clear that the American road to socialism is- much 
different from the Russian struggle for socialism which was the 
first socialist revolution in the history of mankind. Naturaly 
that the dictatorship of the proletariat in the Soviet Union 
had to take the form that it took but this doesn't mean that 
the dictatorship of the proletariat will have to be applied 
in the United States in the same form as it was in Russia or 
in China. I recognize the fact that the Communist Party is 
the vanguard party of socialism in this country but because of 
a changed world situation we might even allow the existence 
of different political parties after we achieve socialism 
in the United States . u 

He underlined that "Marxism-Leninism must remain our guiding 
spirit in the struggle for Socialism in America but we must 
apply Marxism to the American scene of today and not to 
apply it dogmatically to the hundred years ago 
when Marxism was formulated . Engles himself wrote that the 
Marxist theory is only a blue-print and that changes will 
have to be made from time to time . " 

He spoke of "socialist democracy in the United States which 
will, after achieving socialism, be in a position to extend 
civil rights to all the people even to thos$ who oppose 
socialism. No one group or party will be in at 
position to hurt us because the working class will be 
the dominating power in the country/ 1

He stated that those in the CP. who oppose this theory are 
"dogmatically following Marxism of one hundred years ago 
and are trying to apply it to the American scene and to a world 
situation in which almost half of the world is allready living 
under socialism and the sputnioks are circling the Earth. As 
Communists we are realists and we must sae things as they are. 
We must recognize the changes that are taking place and apply 
our theory accordingly." 

He said that as far as the CP. is concerned "the party is still 
disoriented. We still keep on loosing members" He said that 
socialism cannot be built here without a strong CP, "The 
rebuilding of our party is our main problem today. I belive that 
this should be the main concern of all of us - the leadership 
and the membership . 11 

He also asked everyone to participate in the building of 

"The Worker" and "we must do our outmost to renew the publication 

of the Daily Worker . " 

Bill Kramer made an appeal to start working on getting subs for 
The Worker. He said that the sub drive- is cffioialy starting 
on February 1 st but he urged the members to start getting subs 
immediately stating that "we can not have an effective party 
without a press . " He also caileoT on the members to raise funds 
for The Worker.

The 34th anniversary of the Daily Worker affair, 
sponsored by .the Illinois Committee for. Freedom of the 
Press, was held on January 18, 1958, at Curtiss Hall, 410 
South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois • There were 
approximately 350 people in attendance. 

A collection in the amount of $404.05, plus 
124 subscriptions to "The Worker T! were taken up. 
SAM KUSHNER was the chairman of this affair, and ROBERT 
THOMPSON was the guest speaker. 

KUSHNER .first introduced CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT ats the 
State Chairman of the Communist Party, in the State of 
Illinois. LIGHTFOOT;s speech concerned itself with the 
"Daily Worker" and the good it has done for the working man. 
He stated that it will be back in circulation in the not 
.too distant future and will be stronger than ever. He 
related how he began reading this newspaper 28 years ago 
when he was only nine years old. LIGHTF00T said he saw his 
first copy of the "Daily Worker" at the age of nine and took 
it home but his father made him throw it away. However, he 
stated he had read the paper and believed in it. * 

LIGHTF00T mentioned that it took $67,000 to 
liquidate the "Daily Worker" and made an intense plea 
for new subscribers so that the paper could make a comeback 
stronger than ever . LIGHTPOOT also mentioned that the 
Communist Party has been in bad shape these past few years, 
but it will rise again and ask for all good people to come 
to their aid. r 

ROBERT TOpMPSON was introduced! by KUSHNER. 
THOMPSON stated he [±k .presently out on bail, but had t 
.received permission to come to Chicago. He pointed out 
that he was not too sure ,pf coming to Chicago up until 
the' last minute, but. had he been 1 refused permission to ' 
make this trip,; ELIZABETH GURLE^ FLYNN was ready and - J 
willing to pinchr-hit for him. 

THOMPSON likewise made an intense plea so 
that the "Daily Worker" could be published again and 
praised the people at this af fair for their wonderful 
response. He stated that the people in Chicago were 
the best, while New York ran a close second. 
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He then went into great detail as to what the 
"Daily Worker" will do. when it comes back into circulation. 
He stated that they already have lined up the staff for the 
paper 1 and felt quite sure this 'paper would be back into 
circulation by the early spring/' 

He then read some of the aims of "The Worker" 
which would become issue while the 85th Congress is in 
session. Some of these aims were a shorter working week - 
30 .hour work week with a full week's pay for Federal 
workers; resolutions on the nuclear and missile programs; 
unemployment; compensation; government loans to farmers; 
civil rights; and public welfare* 

THOMPSON referred to JOHN GATES as an "ex-Communist" 
and blamed GATpS as partially responsible for the "Daily Worker" 
being InscflLverit. He said GATES would like to see the Sunday 
"Worker" in the same state of affairs. 

THOMPSON stated that the Communist Party has been 
in an abnormal state these past few years, and that it will 
rise again and, therefore, it was now time for all good 
people like those present in the audience at this affair to 
come to the aid of the Communist Party, 

During the course of his commeiits concerning the 
"Daily Worker," THOMPSON stated' that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
would be writing a' column for this newspaper when it comes 
back into circulation. 

The remainder of his speech concerned segregation 
and the fact that it should be done away with completely, 
pointing out the Little Rock incident. 

SAM KUSHNER then. made a few remarks concerning 
THOMPSON, pointing out that THOMPSON was a man of three 
wars, two hot and one cold, and then enumerated the honors 
and decorations bestowed upon THOMPSON for his bravery and 
heroism in World War II. 

KUSHNER conducted a raffle of the "Daily Worker" -i 
150 tickets at $5. The winning ticket was held by LESTER (I 
believe this man's name was NEMAR or something similar to 
that) who donated the prize of $100 to the "Daily Worker." 

Incidentally, KUSHNER in his brief remarks pointed 
out the results of the Puerto Rican trials and the fact that 
it was another victory for the Communist Party and stated that 



he hdped the United States Supreme Court would do the 
same for THOMPSON. 

Following these speeches, there were acts of 
comedy; one .pertained to fallout and the danger of it; 
another pertained to JOHN FOSTER DULLES called "The 
Death of A Super Salesman, " which had a chorus chant 
to the effect that no one loved DULLES.

The following is a report of the high- 
lights and most important statements made at the 
meeting the National Administrative Committee (NAC), 
CP, USA, held in NYC, on 1/29/58, as reported by 
NY 2179-S*. 

This informant stated that the meeting 
started at approximately 1:15 p.m., and the following 
individuals were believed by informant to be in 
attendance . 

EUGENE DENNIS 

SID STEIN 

JACK STACHEL 

JIM JACKSON 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, JR. (who arrived at 
approximately 2 p.m.) 

Informant advised further that also in 
attendance for part of the meeting pertaining to the 
question of "The Worker" were GEORGE BLAKE CHARNEY, 
WILLIAM L. PATTERSON , and SIMON W. GERSON. 

According to the informant, the meeting 
opened with EUGENE DENNIS suggesting that the black- 
board be used.

Remarks of SID STEIN 

Informant reported that SID STEIN opened 
discussion and apparently wrote figures on the 
blackboard, STEIN stated in effect, that they should 
give each one of the five that are still on the 
payroll, their cuts? and let them get off of the payroll. 
He then commented that on the next week, they should 
get the rest of the money from the Bronx. (The informant 
speculated that possibly STEIN is referring to the 
staff of u The Worker".) 

Continuing, the informant advised that 
STEIN then spoke on the question of the agenda. He 
stated that the National Committee had adopted a draft 
and that draft is the basis for discussion, fie 
said that any state committee that has something other 
to propose, has to come into the regular meeting, 
propose it, and then request the National Committee 
to adopt it. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

EUGENE DENNIS then asked JACK STACHEL if 
he agreed with the statement made by SID STEIN, 

Remarks o f JACK STACHEL 

JACK STACHEL then spoke and commented 
about a committee member who had not enough confidence 
in the NEC, but took it upon himself to send a 
document all over the country. STACHEL did not 
identify this individual, but added that he (STACHEL) 
would quit the Party before he would do such a thing. 
He stated that he personally had not seen a copy of 
this document yet, but knew there were hundreds 
of them all over the country.

the membership of the Party, and that he was confident 

that the National Committee in its next meeting 

in February would correct this regrettable act 

of the NEC. According to the informant, the 

letter was signed WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, Chairman 

Emeritus . 

According to the informant, there was 
some discussion concerning this letter, but the 
matter was closed for discussion by STEIN, who 
stated that it would be discussed at the National 
Committee meeting. 



Remarks of STQ STEIN 

STEIN then stated that he had an urgent 
matter to discuss and then referred to a letter 
received from BILL LAWRENCE . He stated that there 
are four copies, BEN (DAVIS) has a copy, GEORGE 
(CHARNEY) has a copy, he, STEIN, and LAWRENCE has 
a copy. STEIN stated that if "we" cannot get a 
resolution on it he wants it presented to the NEC. 
He said that he would like to make a motion that 
"he" (CHARLES LOM AN ) no longer will be seated in 
the National Committee. STEIN said that he would 
go along with a motion that he be removed from the 
National Committee. He said that he considered him 
(LOMAN) one of the greatest impediments to any 
efforts to raise finances in the Party today, and 
stated that he is the source of tremendous 
difficulty. 

STEIN added that he would not let this 
National Committee meeting go by without placing 
the issue before the body including the removal of 
LOMAN. STEIN added that according to the constituion, 
they were entitled to do this. He said that he 
thought it is good and sufficient time arid cause.

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

BEN DAVIS then spoke and in referring to 
SID STEIN 'S comments , said that it will serve 
no good purpose and then commented on the placing 
of issues before the Party , such as civil rights, 
peace , and the labor movement. DAVIS then stated 
that he agreed with GENE (DENNIS) that it (the 
letter) was an irresponsible act for BILL LAWRENCE 
to have written such a letter, even though he told 
SID there were only four copies. DAVIS said that 
it was handled very poorly and added that he 
(LAWRENCE) gave him a copy yesterday. DAVIS said 
that LAWRENCE did not bell him whac to do with the 
letter, nor did he say that it was top secret. 
DAVIS said that the letter includes not only 
LOMAN, it includes (PHIL) BART, PATTERSON, (WILLIAM L. ), 
MAX WEISS, and practically everybody that BILL 
(LAWRENCE) considers from his view as being wrong. 

DAVIS stated that the letter was a 
factional document and some of the facts he did not 
agree with at all. He said that it was well known 
that MAX WEISS had to (quit?) in order to get a job. 
He said it was also well known that (PHIL) BART had been 
tied up and that he is out of the city, and then 
added that PATTERSON is now general manager of 
"The Worker". 

Continuing, DAVIS characterized the letter 
as having a factional purpose of diverting attention 
from a very sharp question which he (DAVIS) had 
raised at the State Committee concerning the fund 
which GEORGE C HARNEY had charge of and which BILL 
(LAWRENCE) is connected with in some way, DAVIS 
then slated that they should proceed to get a 
first hand financial report on Brooklyn, saying it 
should be taken up with BOB (THOMPSON) on his return.

DAVIS further s bated that as to SID'S motion to 

compel CHARLIE'S (LOMAN) removal from the NC 

He said it will solve nothing, and that they were 
just wasting their time on factional issues . 

Remarks of SID STEIN 



SID STEIN then spoke and called on DAVIS 
to answer this question. STEIN said a responsible 
guy says that this much (believed to be money) 
was taken by this guy (or these guys) in 18 months. 
STEIN said that is the question, not the letter, not 
the motives, nothing else, (informant reported that 
no names were mentioned and it is believed that STEIN 
had used the blackboard in emphasizing his point.) 



Remarks of BEN DAVIS 



DAVIS then spoke and in referring to 
BILL LAWRENCE, commented in effect that two people, 
were opposed, one is GEORGE C HARNEY, and one is 
CHARLIE ' (LOMAN ) concerning the facts in the letter. 



Remarks of SID STEIN 



STEIN then spoke and said that for six months, 
they have tried to handle this matter, but that you 
guys have covered up for him (LOMAN) and are still 
covering up. 



Remarks of JIM JACKSON 



JACKSON then spoke and moved to bable 
the whole matter.

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

. DENNIS spoke and moved that the matter 

be taken up with BEN (DAVIS ) and GEORGE (CHARNEY) 
to result in a complete report. 

Remarks of JIM JACKSON 

JACKSON then spoke and closed the above 
• discussion by pleading for patience. 

According to t'he informant, DENNIS then 
asked for the next question, to which STEIN replied 
that it would be the agenda for the NEC and the NC.

STEIN spoke and said the agenda for the 
coming meetings should be as follows:

DAVIS spoke and said that he had 5 (points ) , 
1) the 12-Party Statement, 2) the GATES question., 
3) Chicago , 4) "The Worker", and 5) the economic 
situation.

STEIN spoke and said that within these 
resolutions there will be some recommendations . 
He said that he had one recommendation ~ that they move 
to Chicago . 



Remarks of JACK STACHEL 



STACHEL spoke and stated that he hoped 
that the? NEC would come up with a proposal on these 
questions or at least a common viewpoint. He stated 
that first they must discuss the political line 
and then they could discuss the questions of leadership, 
the GATES matter, the 12-Party Statement, and so forth. 
He said that he wants to pattern the leadership after 
the "line" is decided upon, and that he does not want 
the move to Chicago to determine the leadership. He 
said that they should solve political questions ' 
first, , and then discuss the other questions. 



Remarks of BEN DAVIS 



DAVIS stated that he wants to discuss the 
status of the Negro problem and have the National 
Committee set up some ground rules for discussion of 
this problem. He said that he had a little different 
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approach and said that what is new is the GATES' 
resignation, so this has to be dealt with and it 
cannot be treated in one paragraph., saying that this 
was a big thing. DAVIS said that the GATES' resignation 
is a big political question and wants it dealt with 
boldly. He said he wanted the National Committee to 
act on tne 12-Party Statement, both the NAC and th& 
NEC statements. DAVIS stated that the leadership of 
the Party is practically paralyzed. He said that 
"we" in the NAC, can adopt a measure and then SID 
(STEIN) or FRED (FINE) get on the telephone and 
mobilize the NEC . He said this act then reverses 
the measures adopted and added you cannot run a 
party in that manner. He said, therefore, that the 
question of leadership has got to be taken up, and 
suggested that JIM ( JACKSON) and JACK (STACHEL) 
should propose some structural leadership. 

DAVIS said that he wants a change in the NAC 
and the NEC because every time the leadership reaches 
a policy-making body, it is a $1,500 or $2,000 
expense, and that such expenditure does not make sense. 
DAVIS added the NAC passes something and then the 
NEC changes it. 



Remarks of SID STEIN 



STEIN stated that the National Committee 
must come out with some concrete proposals 
on what the Party is to do on the economic situation 
He said he wants a manifesto issued regarding the 
economic situation and the Negro question. 

Continuing, STEIN stated that as he sees it, 
the agenda will be as follows:

(1) The Party situation, which will include 
many questions such as the 12-Party Statement, the GATES 
matter, and so forth. 

(2) Moving to Chicago. 

(3) Leadership

STACHEL spoke and proposed the slogan, 
"Fight for the Line of the Convention."

DAVIS spoke and said, "I propose the meeting 
open with the GATES proposition." 



Remarks of SIL STEIN 



STEIN spoke and opposed the GATES situation 
being foremost, adding that the entire situation 
in the Party is the main problem. 

According to the informant, BEN DAVIS and 
SID STEIN then argued on the point whether the 
GATES situation is the main question in the Party. 



Remarks of BEN DAVIS 



DAVIS spoke and said that he had no 
objections to starting the meeting with the discussion 
on the 12-Party Statement. He said that he would like 
to see both JACK (STACHEL) and SID (STEIN) give a report 
on GATES. 
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Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

STACHEL suggested that GENE (DENNIS ) 
open the meeting, this to be followed by SID (STEIN) , 
and that he (STACHEL) would give his report on 
JOHN GATES . 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS proposed that a subcommittee 
come up with the questions and then the NEC can decide 
the final agenda for the NC. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 



STEIN then read a letter received from 
an unidentified individual who proposed that he be 
advanced $100 a month for two years in order to 
write his autobiography, 



Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 



DENNIS stated that they should be careful 
in what they do in this regard because they might be 
seating a precedent that would be hard to break. 



Remarks of JACK STACHEL 



STACHEL spoke and talked about WILLIAM 
PATTERSON and the press . STACHEL said that PATTERSON 
has two meetings a week regarding the paper , and that 
he has displayed initiative, and' that in his opinion, 
he will turn out to be an excellent manager.

PATTERSON stated that last weeks income 
("The Worker") was $3500, and the expenses for the 
week were $4700. He stated that the subscription 
drive was not as yet underway, but Illinois had. . 
sent in its quota. The NY drive, although improving, 
is coming in in smaller amounts . PATTERSON stated 
that with JACK'S (STACHEL) help he had gotten hold 
of $2000. He then enumerated the weekly expenses 
of "The Worker" as follows:

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According to the informant , PATTERSON stated 
that the weekly payroll will be reduced approximately 
$500 weekly when the comrades awaiting severance pay 
leave. He stated that the United Press indebtedness, 
presently totaling $1200, is being paid off at $100 
per week. He stated that the total expenses approximate 
$3,000. 

Continuing., PATTERSON stated that if funds 
were not forthcoming, he would have to spend all of 
his time meeting the weekly expenses and would, 
therefore, have no time to manage the paper * He 
added that unless something (money) is forthcoming 
things could not keep moving. 

PATTERSON then spoke of past expenses 
that had to be paid and were not referred to in 
JACK STACHEL's report. He stated that in the NY 
Financial Drive (apparently past drive) they raised 
$66,000 plus an additional $18,000. He said that 
all of this money was spent to pay expenses, adding 
that the expenses were probably larger then most of 
the comrades realized. 

PATTERSON also stated that the $23000 
that was raised from the rest of the nation has also 
been spent. He said that when he goes to the NY 
leadership they refer him "upstairs 11 (National Office), 
and he then asked the question, "$[ow can we meet 
the immediate weekly situation? M 

PATTERSON in closing remarked that he 
believed that the stibscription drive will take 
hold. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

Informant reported that SID STEIN then got 
up to explain where the money is coming from. STEIN 
put all his figures and sources of income on the 
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blackboard, and the informant was not in a position 
to determine these figures. 

STEIN stated that they need money for 
salaries , for the printer and for severance pay. 
After using the blackboard, STEIN in concluding 
stated "this is the arrangement for money income, and it 
is not a guarantee , " 

Remarks of BENJAMIN DAVIS 

Informant advised that BENJAMIN DAVIS then 
used the blackboard, apparently writing figures on it, 
and he was subsequently interrupted by SID STEIN 
saying, "Your not serious, Ben?" STEIN then added 
that he had just shown them how "we' 1 took long . term 
arrangements, -adding . that guys are coming from the 
South asking for money and "we" have not paid anyone 
up here(National Office) in 3 weeks. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

STACHEL stated that the subscription drive 
is expected to bring in twice the cost of the 
publication of "The Worker". He stated that it is 
hoped that the fund drive to be conducted in April, 
or before the summer, will be limited to $50,000 
to $60,000. 

STACHEL then addressing himself to 
PATTERSON, 3aid you (PATTERSON) will eventually 
have to have an income of about $2500 or $2750 per 
week. He added that the immediate problem is 
how to meet the $1500 per week deficit for the 
next 5 weeks.

at the Plenum.

11.^ POLITICAL REPORT BY FARRELL DOBBS. 1/24/58 

TRAINOR reported that the major issues of importance 
to the SWP nationally, included in DOBBS 1 political report, were: 
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1. Regroupment of Revolutionary Socialist Forces in the U.S*A. 

2.. The SWP's "Campaign against Stalinism (CP,, U.S.A.)". 

3. The SWP's Trade Union Orientation. 

4. The Orientation on Individual Civil Liberties. 

5. The Orientation towards, and Analysis of the USSR and its 
Leadership. 

6. The Orientation towards, and Analysis of International 
Stalinism. 

7. The Orientation towards, and Analysis of the "Eastern 
Democracies" . 

8. The Orientation towards, and Analysis of the Colonial 
Revolutions. 

9. The Orientation towards, and Analysis of the Negro Question 
in the U.S.A. 

10. The SWP's 1958 Election Campaign Plans. 

11. Outlook on the Prospects for Creation of a Labor Party in U.S.A. 

12. Outlook on Peaceful Co-existence between U.S. Capitalism 
and USSR's Stalinist-controlled Socialism. 

A. The Regroupment Question 

DOBBS reported no basic changes in the SWP's 
orientation towards the Regroupment of revolutionary socialist 
forces in the USA - the orientation discussed and approved by 
the N.C. at the SWP's 17th National Convention on 5/31 and 6/1-2/57 
in New York City. 

Based on the above, informant advised that it is his 
opinion, therefore, that the SWP will continue to work towards 
the Regroupment of ali revolutionary socialist forces in the 
United States with Regroupment to be based on a mutually agreed 
upon program, with the program of International Trotskyism or 
one closely approximating it, the only ones which would be 
acceptable to the SWP. 

In this regard, informant noted that the SWP's 
orientation differs from that of all other United States 
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socialist forces in that all of the latter groups call for 
Regroupment of all those who espouse Socialism without regard 
to the degree of the socialist-mindedness of individuals or 
groups; in other words, a numerical Regroupment as opposed to the 
programmatic Regroupment demanded by the Trotskyists. 

B. SWP's Campaign Against Stalinism 

According to DOBBS , via L. P. TRAINOR, the "Campaign 
against Stalinism" will be continued and intensified, particularly, 
in the field of propaganda - in "The Militant'",, the "ISR", and 
the publication of new pamphlets as well as the republication 
of the literary works of LEON TROTSKY. 

Progress, to date, since Khrushchev's revelations at 
the 20th Congress of the USSR, has been slow and expensive but 
justified. The continuing deterioration of the CP, USA, 
including the recent discontinuation of "The -Daily Worker" , the 
resignation of JOSEPH CLARK, DOXIE WILKERSON and JOHN E. GATES, 
coupled with the rise of prestige of the Trotskyists on the 
American Left are reasons why the SWP must press forward, why 
the Trotskyists must break out of their isolation and why the 
SWP must intensify its anti -Stalinist campaign to destroy now 
the remaining vestiges 'of the CP, USA, and to remove the 
latter organization forever from the political scene as the - 
SWP's chief opposition as the future leadership of the American . 
working class in the latter 's coming struggle to replace Capitalism 
with Socialism. 

Insofar as the recruitment of Stalinists and/or 
ex-Stalinists into the SWP is concerned, the number, if correctly 
recalled, is 32 - recruited throughout the United States. In 
addition, if correctly recalled, there are another 20-odd 
Stalinists and/or ex-Stalinists, throughout the nation, regarded 
as "potential recruits". Both groups, the "recruits" and the 
"potential recruits", include ex-LYL'ers. 

With regard to the secondary leadership, of the CE/USA, 
according to L. P. TRAINOR, the SWP leadership has been forced 
to alter its original analysis - now evaluating this secondary, 
leadership as ignorant" of, and completely uneducated in, the 
revolutionary theories and principles of Marxism-Leninism. 

In the coming period, the SWP must and will advance, 
not retreat in its "Campaign against Stalinism" * utilizing 
the public platform (debates and symposiums) the election 
campaign platform and its press and publications as its chief 
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weapons in the intensified program to smash the organizational 
apparatus of the CP, USA, to embarrass, harrass and drive out 
theAmerican Stalinist Bureaucracy and to prod the American, Stalinist 
rank and file membership into political consciousness. 

Another important weapon to be utilized by the SWP 
against American Stalinism is the growing ant i -Stalinist 
periphery of the American Trotskyists including well known 
figures such as VINCENT HALLINAN and McMANUS and ABRAMSON of 
"The National Guardian" „ Also, to be included as peripheral 
and helpful to the Trotskyists against American Stalinism are 
the periodicals, "The National Guardian" and the "Monthly Review". 

The SWP leadership reportedly realizes that the cost 
of this intensified "Campaign against Stalinism" will require 
increased financial sacrifices from its entire membership - but - 
there is no alternative - after 30 years, despite reactionary 
pressures, the predicted increase in unemployment and the long 
period of isolation., now is the time for the SWP to push fdrtvard 
and to deal American Stalinism its death blow - sending it into 
political oblivion . 

L. P. TRAINOR credited JAMES P. CANNON, the SWP's 
National Chairman, for this coming all-out offensive against 
American Stalinism. CANNON, according to L, P, TRAINOR, has 
the talent of knowing when the Party should retreat and when it 
should go forward.- and failure to advance against American 

ftalinism, now, would result in the nojitical death of the SWP. 
Informant noted CANNON was not at Plenum, ) 

Again, on the future recruitment of American Stalinists, 
ho attempt will be made to influence or to recruit the Fosterites, 
which L> P. TRAINOR predicts will become the "hard, core" of the 
CP, USA- a small group of die-hard American Stalinists, which 
will remain loyal and subservient- to the Kremlin Bureaucracy. 

C. The SWP T s Trade Union Orientation 

Informant advised that if correctly recalled TRAINOR 
reported no basic changes in the SWP ! s Trade Union orientation 
for the coming period. In other words, informant explained, 
SWP members who belong to Trade Unions will not seek nor accept 
official positions within the unions and will confine their 
Trotskyist activities to individuals who- must be handled with 
extreme" caution and on a step-by-step basis. Also Trade Union 
activities will be limited to the, field" of "propaganda" with 
"agitational activities" forbidden. 

- 7 - 
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D. On Individual Civil Liberties 

No reported change in orientation. To continue to 
champion the cause of any and all civil liberties cases 
including CP Smith Act Defendants. 

At present , the MORTON SOBELL case is. the . one looked 
upon as the most important and most significant civil liberties 
case in which the majority of SWP Branches have and will involve 
themselves in the coming period. 

E. On the Soviet Union and the Kremlin Bureaucracy 

Continued support of the Soviet people- and of the 
nationalized property-forms of the Soviet Union., 

The SWP leadership sees a growing unrest among the. 
Soviet people and an increased resistance against the Kremlin. 
Bureaucracy - with all signs pointing, to an increasing degree, 
to open revolt and revolution against the Bureaucracy by the 
Soviet people. 

In the opinion of the SWP leaders the Kremlin- Bureaucracy 
again is turning gradually to a one-man rule with Khrushchev- 
consolidating his dictatorial rul<3 with more finness.e than his 
predecessor. 

The Kremlin Bureaucracy, under Khrushchev's leadership, 
must and will continue the policies of Stalin and Stalinism in 
order to perpetrate itself. The size of the Bureaucracy will 
increase ,. aimed at deterring revolt from I'd. thin the USSR. The 
Bureaucracy will continue to press its political line of 
"peaceful co-existence" with World Capitalism, since the unrest 
within the USSR and the almost -certain uprisings in. the Satellite: 
nations of Eastern Europe - similar to Hungary, Poznan and East 
Germany - will keep the Bureaucracy fully occupied in the 
coming period.. 

P. On "International Stalinism" 

No reported change in the analysis that International 
Stalinism is undergoing catastrophic defeats in such countries 
as- the USA, England, Prance and- Germany ■= with more defeats to 
come in Eastern European Countries currently seething with unrest 
and ready to bs?eak out in open revolt at the first, opportunity. 
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G. _, On , "The- Eastern Democracies" 

Continuation of the orientation to favor > encourage, 
and anticipate increasingly strong uprisings of militant and 
suppressed working classes in Poland, East Germany, Hungary, 
Bulgaria and other Eastern European Satellites against Red 
Army occupation and domination of Soviet Bureaucracy, 

H. On "Colonial Revolutions" 

Continuation of orientation favoring and encouraging; 
colonial revolutions in Algeria, Burma and Indonesia. No reported 
changes on this question. 

I. On "Negro Question" 

Continuation of orientation entitled "The Class 
Struggle Road to Negro Equality" adopted at SWP*s 17th National 
Convention. 

Continued support of, and demand for enforcement of 
Supreme Court ruling on "Desegregation". 

The "Negro Question" received little attention at this 
1/24-25-26/58 N.C. Plenum. 

J. On SWP's 1958 Election Campaign Plans 

The 1958 election campaign issue was one of the high- 
lights and one of the major accomplishments of the N.C. at this 
1/58 Plenum. 

DOBBS reportedly reviewed and emphasized the support 
of SWP candidates by prominent Left-wingers such as VINCENT 
HALLINAN and by Left-wing publications such as "The National 
Guardian" during the 1957 election campaigns in New York City, 
Detroit and San Francisco. 

In 1958, the SWP will join fdrces with other Left-wing 
organizations, with the exception of the CP, USA, to place on 
state ballots a united slate of candidates, which will be labelled 
"Socialist" . 

Such a "United Socialist" slate" of candidates will 
appear on the New York ballot in 1958 and in as" many other states 
as possible. 
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FARRELL DOBBS and TOM KERRY, representing the SWP, 
have; held long private conferences with "The National Guardian's" 
McMANUS and ABRAMSON and the American Labor Party's top leaders.* 
who have agreed to participate in contributing candidates and 
support to this "United Socialist" Slate. 

At the ALP's suggestion, the SWP's DOBBS and KERRY 
also conferred with the CP, USA's BENJAMIN DAVIS and ALFRED (?) 
BLUMBERG on the subject, in order not to exclude the latter 
organization. However, DAVIS, a leading Fosterite, emphatically 
opposed and rejected the SWP's plan. BLUMBERG, reportedly, took 
an affirmative attitude towards the plan 0 But, BLUMBERG, a 
Gatesite, allegedly announced that he seriously questioned his 
continued membership in the CP, USA, following the latter 's 
National Committee meeting sometime in 2/58 - implying personal 
expulsion from the N.C. and/or from the CP, USA, based on his 
pro-Gates political orientation, which, presumably, will not be 
tolerated by the victorious, pro-Stalinist Foster! tes. 

All current indications are that the Stalinist 
Bureaucracy will reject, flatly, collaboration with American 
Trotskyists in the 1958 election campaigns - since it is 
committed to a policy of forming a Left-wing in the Democratic: 
Party in an all-out attempt to gain respectability oh the 
American political scene. 

The American Stalinist Bureaucracy currently is trying 
to sell its program of an "anti-monopoly party", which is a 
program far to the "right" of any program that a revolutionary 
Left organization could, or would propose. 

Other Left-wing organizations which also will shun 
the SWP's "United Socialist" plan are "The American Socialist" 
group led by BERT COCHRAN and HARRY BRAVERMAN, and the United 
Socialist Committee led by GEORGE CLARKE. 

Insofar as "The American Socialist" (monthly periodical) 
is concerned, its most recent issue was reduced to a reported 24 
pages - implying that the anticipated fade -Out of the COCHRAN - 
BRAVERMAN venture is currently in the process. 

GEORGE CLARKE'S Socialist- Unity Committee, which, 
in 1957, sponsored Forums featuring prominent personages and 
drew weekly audiences of 100 to 200 - until the prominent 
personages were omitted and speakers like GEORGE CLARKE 
appeared at the rostrum, at which time the weekly audiences 
dropped to 12 to 15. 
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The StJC reportedly "has no place &o go in the radical, 
movement" and can be expected to drop from the, American political 
scene in the near future. MAX SHACHTMAN and the remnants of his 
ISL would Join the SUC and the COCHRAN-BRAVERMAN outfit in 
avoiding involvement in the "United Socialist" election campaign 
scheme . 

All SWP Branches, planning to conduct election 
campaigns during 1958, will follow, as closely as local 
conditions will allow, the pattern of the "United Socialist" 
plan already blue-printed for New York state. 

New York City, Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago, Seattle > 
San Francisco and Los Angeles are expected to conduct some 
election campaign activity in 1958 - and, also the Twin Cities 
Branch. 



K. On Creation of a Labor Party 

No change in the May-June 1957 orientation that the 
American working class must, out of necessity, enter its ovm ■ 
Labor Party in the American political arena. Whether or not the 
SWP leadership still picks the i960 elections as the time for the 
Labor Party's debut is not known by this writer. 



L. On Peaceful Co-existence 



No change in the SWP's 17th National Convention ■ 
orientation that possibilities for "peaceful co-existence" 
between Capitalism and Stalinism don't exist in a historical 
sense - with co-existence lasting only until war becomes, the 
one remaining alternative to stave off the collapse of Capitalism. 



III. N.C. DISCUSSION ON THE POLITICAL REPORT 1/24/58 

The Marcyite Tendency and. Its Political Differences 

At the 1/24-25-26/58 N.C. Plenum, the Marcyite 
■hpnfiPw.v TArag pyAp-p^RAn-h^rl by SAM MARCY, VINCENT COPELAND,- 

and a 4th unrecalled N.C. member from the Buffalo 

±jrancn, ana, by TED DOSTEL of the Youngstown Branch making 
a total Of 5 Marcyites aligned against all remaining N.C. 
personnel (number unreported).

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These 5 Marcyite N.C. members, led by SAM MARCY, 
harrangued and bitterly attacked the P.C.'s. "Political Report" 
as presented by FARRELL DOBBS » 

MARCY while stating flatly that he believed in the 
"Regroupment of U.S. revolutionary Left forces", then negated 
this statement with a scathing denunciation of the SWP's 
Regroupment plans, particularly attacking SWP affiliation 
with the American Forum for Socialist Education after DOBBS 
had described this venture as extremely successful and very 
much worth while to date.

Concerning this statement by the Buffalo N.C. members, 
TRAINOR stated that as the other N.C. members -. had no basis 
on which to refute, to deny, nor to debate this issue with 
the Buffalo N.C. members, under "democratic centralism", as 
defined by the Trotskyists, the Marcyites' explanation had to 
be accepted as correct. 

In this regard informant advised that LEONARD GOODMAN, 
a member of the Boston Branch, SWP,- interrupted TRAINOR' s report 
to ask why the SWP leadership could not send a responsible 
Majorityite to Buffalo to investigate the Stalinist situation there, 
as "well as the situation within the Buffalo Branch, and TRAINOR 
ans$!§red that such an action would violate the SWP's principle 
of "democratic centralism" and would provoke a wide-open 
factional struggle between the SWP Majority and the. Marcyites. 

Returning to his Plenum report, TRAINOR stated that 
SAM MARCY also attacked the SWP's 1958 election campaign plans, 
particularly the "United Socialist" slate of candidates and the 
Majority leadership's plans to collaborate with the leading 
figures of "The National Guardian" and "Monthly Review.." - in 
this year's election campaigns. 

TRAINOR further stated, however, that SAM MARCY 's 
90-minute harrangue contained some affirmative suggestions, 
as follows: 
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1 # That the SWP leadership realistically appraise the radical 
political situation in America and reach the realistic' 
evaluation that only the CP, USA, is equipped to become the 
revolutionary leadership of the American working class and 
that the SWP could serve "best the coming of Socialism in the 
U.S. by Joining forces with the American Stalinists under the- 
latter * s banner. 

2. MARCY* s over-all conclusion that, during the coming period, 
the SWP should concentrate its activities on making deeper 
inroads into the American mass movement. MARCY reportedly 
failed to define his conception of "the American mass 
movement 

VINCENT COPELAND, who echoed SAM MARCY 1 s sentiments exactly, 
reportedly spoke his piece in such vague terms that the 
Majority N.C. members were unable to comprehend the meaning 
of his arguments. * < 

TED DOSTEL also took his cue from SAM MARCY and reportedly 
added nothing new to the contents of the Marcyites 1 
criticisms of the P.C. Political Report. 

N.C, members present from all othei^ Branches, excepting 
Buffalo and Youngstown, spoke in support of the DOBBS,' 
Report without attempting to be too critical of the 
Marcyites a 

L« Pi TRAINOR, the last N*C. member to comment on the 
DOBBS* Report, reportedly could not restrain himself 
from making a critical attack on SAM MARCY and his 
allegedly impossible political orientation ♦ 

After all discussion on the SWP's political orientation 
for the coming period had ended and this session adjourned., 
SAM MARCY approached L. P. TRAINOR and asked the latter how 
long they had been close friends* 

L. P, TRAINOR ho4 replied: "About 15 years". 

i 

SAM -MARCY then told L, P. TRAINOR - point blank - that 
their friendship had come to an end* 

However, the next day, SAM MARCY reportedly apologized 
to L. P. TRAINOR for having made that statement, and, 
the relationship between the two partially was re stored ♦ 
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To Boston Branch personnel, L. P. TRAINOR reported that 
SAM MARCY's condition has worsened considerably since the 
17th National Convention of 5/31 3 6/1-2/57 and that he has 
evolved into a hysterical dramatist - which can lead only 
to a "breakdown. 

However, SAM MARCY's powers of persuasion have kept each 
and every member of the Buffalo Branch spellbound and 
enthusiastic and 100$ in favor of his political line. 

L. P. TRAINOR implied probable N,C. acceptance of the DOBBS 1 
Political Reporb, with only the Marcyite tendency expected" 
to vote against it at the appointed time. 

Concerning the above mentioned ".Marcyite tencency"i 
informant furnished the following backgrounds 

The Marcyite tendency within the SWP is comprised 
of the total membership of the Buffalo Branch and about 50% 
of the membership of the Youngstown Branch. The Marcyites 
are limited strictly to the above 2 branches and there is no 
evidence that a single member, in all of the other branches, 
shows any inclination towards the Marcyite tendency. 

The Marchite tendency is not a minority faction 
within the SWP. Rather, it is a loyal group within the Party, 
which abides by, the discipline, decisions and orientation of 
the Party. 

The Marcyite tendency differs from the SWP Majority 
on the latter' s interpretation of events on the national and 
international political scenes and defends its differences with 
the Majority at SWP Conventions and N.C, Plenums. But, when 
the vote is cast by Convention Delegates or by N. C. members, 
the Marcyite tendency, outvoted from 18 to 1 to 8 to 1 on each 
occasion to date, abides by the majority decision and adheres 
to the Party program. 

The Marcyite tendency bases both its national .and 
international political orientation on one fundamental document, 
entitled "The Global War", written by SAM MARCY, the Organizer 
of the Buffalo Branch, in 1954. 

Briefly, MARCY's document is based on the inevitability 
of World War III between the USA and the USSR and its almost 
immediate outbreak. In addition, the MARCY document forsees the 
American Stalinist Party (the CP, USA) as the only Left revolutionary 
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party capable of providing the American working class with the 
leadership necessary to carry out the successful revolution, 
which will overthrow U.S. Capitalism and replace it with the 
Socialist system and with the state apparatus in the hands of 
the working class. And, on the other hand, the MARCY document 
sees the SWP as too weak, numerically, .and too dogmatic,' " 
politically, and too inexperienced, historically, to take over 
the leadership of the American working class from the CP, USA 
and to replace the latter as the vanguard of the American workers 
to lead the latter in a victorious revolution over U.S. 
Capitalism. 

In addition, according to informant, in answering a 
question of one of the Boston Branch members :as to the difference- 
between the Marcyite tendency and the political orientation 
of the Pabloites, which resulted in the ousting of the SWP from 
the "official" Fourth International and the expulsion of the 
pro-Pabloite Cochran-Clarke faction from the SWP in 1953 * TRAINOR 
at this 1/28/58 Boston Branch meeting stated that the political 
orientation of the two differed to a degree that the Marcyite s 
are regarded as a "tendency" within the SWP whereas the Cochran- 
Clarke Pabloites were regarded as an "opposition faction" in open, 
conflict against the SWP Majority, 

TRAINOR further explained that the Cochran-Clarke 
Pabloites were, declared to be guilty of "conciliationism to 
Stalinism" by the SWP leadership, whereas- the Marcyite tendency 
is not being accused of Stalinist conciliationism because the 
Marcyites are not advocating it. Rather, the Marcyite tendency 
believes that only the American Stalinists, nationally, and 
World Stalinists internationally, have the organizational set-up, 
the experience, and the respect of all national working clashes', 
necessary to the task of leading the international working class 
through a successful world revolution to defeat and to replace 
World Capitalism with International Socialism. 

IV. ' INTERNATIONAL REPORT - MORRIS LEWYT 1/25/58 

According to TRAINOR the 1/25/58 N.C. Plenum Report 
on World Trotskyism or the Fourth International, presented by 
MORRIS LEWYT, was very brief with few new developments having 
taken place in either wing of the Fourth International since the 
6/2/57 "International Report" by DAN ROBERTS at the SWP's 17th 
National Convention. 

For clarity purposes informant has identified the two 
international factions of the Fourth International as (1) the 
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"official" wing of the Fourth International or "official" Trotskyist 
International under the International Secretariat (Paris Bureau) 
led by MICHEL PABLO and (2) the "orthodox" wing of the Fourth 
International or "orthodox" Trotskyist International under the 
leadership of the International Committee, also referred to as 
the Cannon faction (JAMSS P. CANNON, National Chairman of the SWP). 

The following is informants summation of TR AINOR 1 s 
report on the "International Report" by MORRIS LEWYTr 

A* Report on the "Official" Wing of the Fourth 
International 



MICHEL PABLO j International Secretary,- continues in 
the role of top leader of the "official" Fourth International , 
With ERNEST GERMAIN, Belgian Trotskyist leader, still retaining 
the title of chief economic theorist of the Pabloite Wing* PIERRE 1 
FRANK, the 3rd Pabloite leader in the Paris Bureau was not mentioned. 
1^ Pablo ! s Attempt to Reunite th e Fo urth International 

MICHEL PABLO, in an attempt to reunite the two 
international Trotskyist factions under his original leadership, 
assigned LESLIE GOONEWARDENE, General Secretary of th<S L.S.S.P, 
(Ceylonese Section), to visit JAMES P. CANNON in the USA to 
try to persuade the latter to approve the reunion of the two 
Trotskyist factions. Whether or not LESLIE GOONEWARDENE 
actually came to the United States was not reported^ 

However, the "orthodox" Trotskyists* International 
Committee in Paris reportedly informed the SXtfP T s national 
leadership that LESLIE GOONEWARDENE was "double-dealing" with 
the I.C V and that the L.S.S.P, has remained solidly within the 
"official" Fourth International despite the "stalling tactics- 
utilized by the Ceylonese Trotskyist leadership by announcing 
its agreement with the "orthodox" Trotskyists' political 
orientation - thus allowing the L.S.S.P* to straddle the fence 
between the two wings of the Fourth International. The I,C. 
presumably had accused Pablo of master-minding the L,S.S.P. ! s 
"fence -straddling" tactics. 

Therefore, for the first time, the L, S.S. P. ' is considered 
officially by the SWP leadership as one of the Trotskyist Sections 
within the Pablo Wing, of the Fourth International / 

According to L. P. TRAINOR f s I/28/58 Report, there are, 
currently, ho steps being taken by the SWP leadership leading 
toward the- reunion of the two wings of the Fourth International* 
However, the implication is strong that this reunion will 
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materialize as. soon as Pablo and GERMAIN can be ousted and/or 
replaced by "orthodox" Trotskyist International Committee members, 

2. British Pabloites 

Under the leadership of LAWRENCE , the British Pabloites - 
quite some time ago - dissolved their organizational apparatus 
and joined the British Communist Party. 

3. French Pab loites 

The French Pabloites on undisclosed date dissolved 
their organizational apparatus and joined the French CP. 

4. A m erican Pabloites 

Today the "official" wing of the Fourth International 
has no section in the USA. In this 'connection informant noted 
that under the leadership of GEORGE CLARK and BERT COCHRAN the 
American Pabloite faction was expelled from the SWP in 1953, 
remained the American Section of the "official" Fourth 
International for less than two years and later split into 
two other groupings , (1) the Socialist Union of America .which 
currently reportedly has no organisational apparatus and 
functions under the name of a monthly periodical "The American 
Socialist" controlled by BERT COCHRAN and HARRY BRAVSRMAN and 
(2) the Socialist Unity Committee 'which reportedly functions 
in New York City with GEORGE CLARKE, MICHAEL ZASLOW and IRVING 
BEINEN among its leaders. 

Informant further noted that TRAINOR in his report 
mentioned specifically none of the remaining national sections 
within the "official" wing of the Fourth International. 

B. Report on the "Orthodox" Wing of the Fourth , 
International 



1. International Committee 

The I.C. in Paris reportedly comprises the top leadership 
of the "orthodox" wing of the Fourth International xvith the only 
recalled I.C. member identified as S. T. PENG, formerly of the 
Chinese Section. 

2. British Section 

Reportedly under the leadership of GERALD HEALY 
(TOM BURNS), the British "orthodox" Trotskyist Section has gained

in influence andnumerical strength as the result of its allegedly 
extremely successful "Campaign against Stalinism" since the date of the 
20th Congress of the CP, USSR (Khrushchev's revelations). 

The British Trotskyists reportedly have wreaked havoc 
within the British Communist Party, reeruiting much of its rank 
and file membership and exposing the British Stalinist Bureaucracy 
for its alleged betrayals against the British working class. 

The British Trotskyists also are carrying out an 
extensive publishing campaign - publishing such new books as 
JAMES P. CANNON'S "Notebook of an Agitator" and reprinting many 
of LEON TROTSKY'S literary works - some of which have been out 
of print for years. 

The SWP, through its Pioneer Publishers, currently has 
a $3000.00 cash investment in books and pamphlets scheduled to be 
published and printed by the British Trotskyists, whose publishing 
schedule has been delayed due to the British Section's primary 
concentration on its "Campaign against Stalinism". 

3. Canadian Section (CCP) 

The Canadian Section, allegedly under the leadership 
of ROSS D0WS0N, is reported to be a youthful, enthusiastic party 
with National Headquarters in Toronto „ 

The Canadian Section, with its' membership scattered 
throughout Canada, is gaining in numerical 'strength at a moderate 
pace. Organizational experience apparently is lacking but is 
counter-balanced by the youth and enthusiasm of its membership. 

The CCP's chief task is its "Campaign against Stalinism", 
with reports indicating that the Canadian Communist Party is 
battered and falling apart from internal conflict and the Khrushchev 
revelations exposing the Stalin myth. 

4. French Section (PCI) 

The PCI, reportedly the big disappointment within the 
orthodox" wing of the Fourth International, has remained apathetic 
and numerically weak in a country where political events have 
demanded action and offensive, rather than holding tactics. 

The SWP's leadership reportedly has "written off" the 
PCI as a qualified revolutionary cadre, due to its peculiar composition 
and its antagonizing habit of developing factional groupings at 
politically critical stages of history. 
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5» Ceylonese Section (LSSP) 

As noted earlier the SWP leadership admits that the 
LSSP ,has remained within the framevrork of Pablo's "official" wing 
of the Fourth International and that the "orthodox" wing, 
according to the I.C», has no faction or grouping in Ceylon. 

6. South American Section 

L. P. TRAINOR 1 s I/28/58 Report lumped together all 
national Trotskyist sections in South America under the heading 
"South American Sections" and characterised the current situation 
in all of them as the same. 

All South American Sections (in Bolivia, Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile) are split into from two to six factions 
(including pro-Pablo and pro-Cannon factions) thus rendering 
each and all of the- national sections in South America impotent, 
and relatively useless to the Trotskyist International at this 
time. 



V. N.C. PLENUM DISCUSSION ON THE "INTERNA T IONAL REPORT" 

With regard to the N a C, T s Plenum discussion on the 
"International Report", L. P. TRAINOR ? s 1/28/58 Report 
specifically mentioned the comments of only one N.C, member, 
DANIEL ROBERTS, who had presented the "International Report" to 
the delegates at the SWP f s s 17th National Convention on 6/2/57, 

ROBERTS > according to L. P. TRAINOR, bored the N.C. at 
this Plenary session with a long-winded discourse advising the 
N.C. on methods and correct procequ^eg* to be followed to build 
an organizationally sound Trotskyist International. 

L. P. TRAINOR, although severly critical of the ROBERTS 
blueprint for the Trotskyist International, revealed none of 
the details of that blueprint - implying their ludicrous 
.impract ability. 



VI. YOUTH REPORT - MURRY WEISS 1/25-26/58 

According to TRAINOR , the N.C. Plenum "Youth Report" 
by MURRY WEISS was the most optimistic of the four major 
reports presented during the three day sessions. 
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The spotlight centered on the f oundatlon arid growth 
of the "Young Socialist Alliance" * a youth organization founded 
in New York City in 1957, which drew its original members from 
the SWT and the faction within MAX SHACHTMAN's ISL Youth 
Organization that split from the ISL during the last half of 1957 
due to that faction's refusal to accept the ISL leadership's 
orientation to seek a merger With the SP - SDF. 

According to L. P. TRAINOR, 33 of approximately 80 
ISL youths split away from the ISL and turned towards the 
SWP for guidance. 

Together with assigned SWP youths, led by BERT DECK, 
these 38 ex-ISLers founded the "Yo\mg Socialist Alliance" 
about six months ago in New York City. 

In the interim, this YSA has published a monthly 
periodical called "The Young Socialist" with issue. #5 dated 
February 1958.. 

In addition, the "Young Socialist Alliance" has, or 
is sponsoring a "Young Socialist" sub drive and a fund drive 
to pay operating and publishing expenses. 

The Young Socialist Alliance, with National Headquarters 
reported to be located at 218 7th Avenue in New York City., 
technically is not associated with the SWP despite the fact 
that the SWP has the only organized and influential grouping 
within the YSA and despite the fact that the YSA, partially, 
is .financially supported on SWP funds. Also, the SWP leadership 
considers the YSA as one of its major sources for recruits into 
the SWP. 

■The most significant issue mentioned by L. P. TRAINOR 
-on the YSA is the latter organization's rapid expansion throughout 
the U.S., plus the rapid growth of Its numerical strength. 

L. P. TRAINOR explained that YSA recruitment "is so 
•great that its leaders admitted no knowledge of the total 
membership figures on the date of this Plenum "Youth Report" 
(1/25 or I/26/58). The most realistic number mentioned was 348, 
as the total national membership of the YSA on 1/25/58. And, 
the majority of YSA recruits, now, are corning from the ranks 
of the defunct' Labor Youth League, the CP, USA's Youth 
organization. 

YSA Branches, reportedly are being founded in all major 
U.S. cities and on many college and university campuses throughout 
the country.

In fact, on the 1/24-25-26/58 weekend of the N.C. Plenum* 
a mid-western conference of 7 or 8 YSA groups from mid-western 
campuses also took place in New York City - probably at YSA 
Headquarters. Represented at this mid-western conference were 
delegates or groups from the University of Wisconsin; the University 
of Minnesota; Denver., Colorado; Wayne University; Aiitioch College 
and an unidentified college or university in or near Chicago, 
Illinois. 

Other YSA Branches or Groups have been f ounded in Los 
Angeles , San Francisco, Minneapolis , Chicago., Detroit, 
Philadelphia and possibly Seattle. 

Boston, despite its multitude of colleges and 
-universities , has no known YSA grouping to date. 

This N.C. Plenum "Youth Report " predicted >rapid 
expansion of the YSA and corresponding increase in recruiting 
new members, both from college campuses and from the working 
class youth. 

Financially, the YSA is in a "fair 11 to "poor 11 .condition,, 
which all SWP Branches have been called upon to help remedy with 
requested Branch pledges. 

The Boston Branch, requested to pledge $25.00 to the . 
YSA, has contributed 0 to date in cash. 

In order to alleviate the YSA*s current financial 
condition, SWP members, who have been assigned to become YSA 
members also, have been instructed to meet their financial 
obligations to the YSA first , even though it might mean nonpayment, 
of their obligations to the SWP* 

L. P. TRAINOR reported that the YSA today is the 
undisputed controlling socialist youth organization in the USA. 

However, the Boston Branch Organizer added, that the 
CP, USA, out of necessity and the complete dissolution of its 
LYL, in order to compete for control of the American Left,, must 
form a new Youth organization and must take that step soon, due 
to the e very-day progress being made by the YSA. 

L. P. TRAINOR also mentioned that the political program, 
of the YSA, now and in the future, will be the orientation. * 
formulated and approved within the YSA itself - meaning that the 
SWP will play no role in formulating YSA political policy, which;

VIII. SWP ORGANIZATION REPORT - T, KERRY - I/26/58 

According to TRAINOR, T # KERRY in his Organization 
Report discussed the following: 

1. SWP O p erating Expenses per Annum ( 1957) 

(a) Salaries and Wages , National Headquarters* 
Personnel $10 .,000. 00 approximately 

(b) All other Operational Expenses 

" $24, 000,00 approximately 

Total Annual Deficit $34,000*00 approximately 

2. SWP Literature Deficits, 1957 

(a) "The Militant" - still subsidized by National 
Headquarters but L. P. TRAINOR could recall neither 
weekly nor yearly "Militant" deficit* A rising 
deficit due to increased publishing and printing 
costs. No changes in price , size or content 
contemplated by N.C Q at Plenum* 

(b) "ISR" - requires National Headquarters subsidization 
at approximately $4,000,00 per "year, $4,000 o 00 
annual deficit expected to be remedied soon with 

" ISR" publishing and printing operations returning 
to New York City from Los Angeles, at x*hich time "ISR" 
is scheduled to be published bi-monthly rather tharj. 
quarterly - with monthly issues to replace bi-monthly 
issues as soon as possible*. 

The scheduled increases .from the current 4 to 6 to 
12 issues annually is the proposed remedy to 
liquidate the "ISR" deficit. 

There is a reported increase in the number of copies, 
sold of each new issue of the "ISR" over preceeding 
issues. JOSEPH HANSEN, Editor of the "ISR" will 
be transferred to National Headquarters in New York 
City from Los* Angeles at the time of the transfer 
of the printing arid publishing equipment. 
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(c) Pioneer Publishers * "Pioneer Publishers" reportedly 
showed no deficit and required no subsidization 
during 1957 - xvith sales equalling over-all printing 
and publishing expenses . 

informant noted that TRAINOR did not state whether" the 
$3*000.00 cash investment in books, etc., to be published and 
printed by the British Trotskyists, (mentioned in earlier section 
of this report) was included in this analysis of Pioneer Publishers ^ 

3U £958 SW? Fund Cam paign 

In order tp cover the SWP's $34, 000 e 00 per year 
operational deficit, partial support of the YSA, an intensified 
printing and publishing program to aid in the S¥P T s "Campaign 
against Stalinism" &ts financial obligations to the ieC», to 
NATALIA TROTSKY (at $100*00 per month) and others, potential 
emergencies, civil rights program, national tours and election 
campaign plans, JAMES P. CANN0F (via JOSEPH HANSEN ) recommended 
that the SWP sponsor two national fund drives during 1958 ^ with 
each to be of 3-nionths duration and with each to have as its 
national quota, $20,000.00, totaling $40,000.00. 

The first of these proposed two $20,000.00 national 
fund drives will be held during the period between 3/1/58 and 
6/I/58, with the dates of the second drive as yet not determined. 

Since the 1958 national quotas exceed the all-t3.rae- 
high 1957 quotas by almost $2,0d0 c 00 ($20,000 to $l8,111..00), . 
KERRY requested that each branch increase its 1957 quota by 10$. 

The discussions, objections and protests pertaining to 
this 1958 fund campaigns announcement were many and time- 
consuming but ended with each branch, excepting Boston, increasing; 
its quota a reported 10$ over its 1957 pledge, 

L. P. TRAJ.NOR, despite all arguments and pleas s 
allegedly remained stubborn and announced that the 1957 Boston 
Branch quota of $600,00 would be retained for both of the 1958 
fund campaigns. 

Informant noted that based on a vote at 1/14/58 meeting, 
of Boston Branch, SWP, to reduce the Branch quota for 1958 from * 
$600 (1957 quota) to $450,. 00, TRAINOR originally planned to announcer 
at the Plenum that the Boston Branch quota for the 1958 drives 
would be $450.00. Hoxrever, as other Branches increased their 
quotas, he realized that the N.C. members would not accept a reduced 
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quota from the Boston Branch and* accordingly, announced the 
Boston Branch quota as $600.00. 

According to TRAINOR, other N.C. members at the Plenum 
admitted, however, that the Boston Branch quota, in. ratio to its 
membership, was higher than that of any other branch in the SWF. 

4. SWP Membership 

On 1/28/58, L. P. TRAIN0R reported that l£57 "recruits: 
into the SWP totaled 72 - on a nation-wide, scale.- 

L-. P. TRAINOR mentioned nothing. -on. the subject of 
SWP members expelled or retired during 1957. 

If correctly recalled, L. P. TRAIN0R reported a. total 
of 20-odd "prospective" SWP recruits on a nation-wide basis. 



IX. .N.C. PLENUM DISCUSSION ON "ORGANIZATION REPORT" 

On I/28/58, L. P. TRAINOR mentioned only one significant 
Report in conjunction with the KERRY Report of 1/26/5.3. 

This significant report was presented by the' ex-Buffalo 
Branch Negro, who reportedly has been teaching somewhere in the 
South and who has been organizing Trotskyism groupings of unreported 
size and composition in four cities (Birmingham, Ala.; Montgomery, J 
Ala. 5 Tallahassee, Florida and Tuskeegee). 

This unidentified Negro male reported at this I/58 
Plenum that time prevented him from continuing his SWP organizing 
activities in the South, which he alleged is a full time Job due, 
to the enthusiastic response he has received to date. 

This unidentified Negro teacher recommended that the 
N.C. assign an SWP member with organizational ability to the 
South to continue, on a full time basis, the organizing activities 
that he has started. 

Whether or not the N.C. acted upon the above 
recommendation at this I/58 Plenum was not reported by L. P. 
TRAINOR on 1/28/58. 

L. P. TRAINOR did state, however, that the SWP 
•membership now includes member s-at -large residing in 
unidentified Southern states. 
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As it is felt that the New York Division, in 1/58 Plenum 
reports from other informants, will receive additional information 
concerning ROSS DOWSON Of the CCF Toronto, ether Canadian 
Trotskyists possibly in attendance at the Plenum and the 
"International Report", further dissemination of this information 
is being left to the discretion of New York. 
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On 2/21/58, NY 2002-S* furnished three mimeographed 
copies of "Resolution on John Gates - Adopted "by National 
Committee - February l£., 1958*" 

One copy of this, resolution is retained as an

1 RESOLUTION ON JOHN GATES 
Adopted by National Committee - Feb* 15, 195& 

Tho resignation of John Gates from the Communist Party and his sub- 
sequent actions are a matter of serious concern to the Party, While these de- 
velopments should not be permitted to become, an issue which diverts us from 
our mass work or from the fight against sectarianism and dogmatism in our ranks, 
it would be a grave error not. to examine into their meaning and draw the neces- 
sary lessions from them* 

True to form, Gates 1 resignation became the occasion for a flurry of 
television and newspaper publicity, including a series of articles in the New 
York Post. The newspapers seized upon the resignation as a fresh opportunity 
to attack the Party, its peace policy, and the socialist lands. To these pur- 
poses,., of which Gates obviously was not unaware, he lent himself in his in- 
terviews and his articles. 

Here he reveals himself not only for what he is now, but for what he 
has been for some time-. He now admits that he concealed his real views from 
the Party— that when he spoke at thd 16th National Convention of his confidence 
in the future of the Party and its program, he did not speak his true feelings. 
And soon -thereafter, he says, he lost all faith in the ^Pcdrty^s future. But 
though he decided he could not achieve his real aims inside the Party, he kept 
this to himself and remained in the Party under false pretenses, working toward 
a future outside its ranks. In the face of his disbelief,, he nevertheless con- 
tinue^ as a national secretary of the Party and as editor-in-chief of the^ 
Daily Worker. 

Further, having resigned, Gates makes fully clear the libdral-reformist 
nature of his political views, which he had previously partially concealed. 

He rejects the fact of American imperialism as the source of the wjar 
dahger today Nowhere in his articles does the word "imperialism" even appear. 

He stands for a policy of reformism and with it a repudiation of the 
principles of Marxism-Leninism,, which he reduces to nothing more .than a "theory 
of change^" 

He is against a Marxist-Leninist party such as the Communist Party* 
for whoso existence he sees no need. At best, he is for some sort of loose, 
catch-all party,, consisting of an agglomeration of the most diverse ideological 
currents, including non-Marxist and anti-Marxist views. 

Ho stands -- he declares — for an "American" socialism, and for a 
radical movement whose "Americanism cannot be questioned." What he advocates 

v. 



in fact, however, is abandonment of the concept of proletarian internationalism 
and disassociation from the -world Communist and working-class movements and 
their ideas. 

Gates , who now speaks so freely of democracy* himself repeatedly defied 
the will of the majority in the Party, On a number of occasions, he refused to 
subordinate himself to majority will and threatened to resign in order to get 
his way even though in the minority, taking advantage of the sincere concern 
of others for the unity and welfare of the Party. 

The immediate occasion for his resignation was just such a refusal to 
accept the decision of the majority, But this was only the immediate excuse. 
The basic reason for his leaving was 'the incompatibility of his political and 
theoretical views with membership in the Party. For his is an ideology which 
leads to denial of the need for a Marxist- Leninist working-class party. There- 
fore, when ho found he could not transform the Party into his own image, he 
left it, as others have similarly done bo fore him. 

And having left, he now predicts its imminent death. More, he is pre- 
pared to help hasten its demise, and lends himself to the purposes of its 
avowed enemies. 

The ideas of Gates, which he now so freely expresses in the pages of 
the bourgeois press, are by no means peculiar to him. They are but the most 
extreme expression of a revisionist ideology which has gained currency among 
some within the Party's ranks ♦ They are a product of the pressure of bourgeois 
ideology within the working-class and its organizations, including the Party, 
and an expression of accomodation to this ideology. 

There is no place in the Party for a Gates or his idoology. The de- 
parture of such individuals will not injure but will strengthen the Party, 

The answer to his resignation must be a determination to reveal and 
defeat all alien ideology in our ranks, whether of a revisionist or a left- 
sectarian character. . — ■ .. .

and to demonstrate one f s devotion and love for the Party requires both the re-

Mike spoke on the Changes in Radical Movements in the U,S. 
in the past one to two years. He divided them into groups. 

(1) Communist Party - has become completely 

disorganized and Mike doubts ' " 
.If it ever will become an 
ore— ' -ed party again. 

(2) Monthly Review - have -backed down on their rigid 

dogmatic support of the 
communist regime; have con- 
tradicted themselves from 
month to month; and Mike feels 
that this may mean the 
entrance of some democratic 
ideas. 



(3) Socialist Party - is begining to realize its 

place in the Labor Movement 
of the U. S. As a word of 
advice Mike says that in 
plans for the future (for 
example Unity) the SP must 
not dot all the i's and 
cross all the t's in laying 
down policies.

Members argued back and 
forth on whether the Communist Party was actually on the 
way out, points Schactman had made in speeches, the 
Socialist Workers Party. 

At the Executive Meeting next Sunday at 5 P.M. any members 
wishing to be active in pushing the Forum series starting in 
the Spring should attend.

On 2/13/58, NY 2179-S* advised that on above 
date a subcommittee consisting of -EUGENE DENNIS, CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, CARL WINTER and SID STEIN, met in the third 
floor board room, Communist Party Headquarters, 23 West 
26th Street, NYC. Informant reported that the meeting 
began at 8:00 P.M. and ended approximately 11:30 P.M. 
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The following is a report of the highlights 
and most important statements made at the meeting of the 
subcommittee as reported .by NY 2179 -S*. The meeting 
pertained to a discussion of a document that is to he 
discussed further at the National Executive Committee 
meeting scheduled for the following days 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

WINTER opened the discussion by stating that he 
and CLAUDE (LIGHTFOOT) "worked on" this document. He 
stated that. there would be people who would either add to 
it or subtract from it. He said that this would be all 
right 11 because when people make their proposals for change, 
it will become crystal clear what if anything stands between 
us and it will serve a useful purpose. 

Remarks o f, EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that the subcommittee should 
get " for effort and added that he appreciated the 
earnestness with which both of you worked on this { document ) . 
He said that there would be some questions he would like to. 
raise because he (DENNIS) did not approach this merely in 
terms of an improvement in relation to the California 
"thing". DENNIS stated "we' ! have to ask ourselves with 
regard to every document, what is the cutting edge? What 
are the controversial questions? He said that there are 
questions that we will have to come to "grips" with, adding 
that whatever "we" adopt must provide a clear and 
unmistakable guide for the National Committee and sub- 
committees . 

Continuing, DENNIS remarked that he found it 
difficult in going through the document to see why »you 
comrades" did not come to grips with the question of ^ JOHN ) 
GATES. He said that "they" must come to grips with these . 
very divergent opinions in the ranks .... in regards to the 
united party of socialism. He said that in New York and 
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in the districts there are certain views in respect to what 
GATES has held adding that SID (STEIN) and FRED (.FINE) have 
expressed points of view. ~ - 

SID STEIN interrupted and stated that the 
resolution expressed a point of view, and then STEIN asked 
"what's your idea of a united party of socialism''? and 
then exclaimed "where everybody will agree with everything 
we say' . 

Remarks of CLAUDE LI GHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT interrupted and stated that they were 
getting into an abstract discussion. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

STEIN again spoke and commented to the effect 
that they must find some way of setting up a federation by 
which we "are a part of the socialist movement ... if that is 
possible and still have Marxism 1 ' ♦ 

STEIN further stated that he did not want to 
tell (JOE) CLARK, (JOHN) GATES and (JOE) STAROBIN that "they 
were out of the socialist movement.. He. said that he could 
not see blasting everybody else "and crawling into our shell . 
STEIN said that "we" should have more of an open 
face instead of a garrison beleaguered on all sides. 
"This Party" needs to act like a party that makes decisions f 
carries them out and knows it is going in one direction 
and not seven directions at the same time. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT stated that he did not think that "this 
document" should get into the question of Party program, 
adding that the document should do no more than put it in 
a vague and general sense, with some sentences in it with 
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regard to the vanguard role" of our Party" . He said that the 
leadership has as one of its tasks the building of the 
Party. He commented that "we" are giving "our Party" 
prospective and added that he was nob ready to debate 
and discuss this united party of socialism. He said that 
he did not see any immediate practicality of this question 
until "we" see a change in the labor movement. 

Informant reported that SID STEIN interrupted 
LIGHTFOOT saying "it will be soon". 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT continued his remarks by 
saying that it might be in two years or five years but our 
main task now is to build and expand the influence of the 
American Communist Party. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that to him (DENNIS) it (united 
party of socialism) is a very pressing^and vital question 
as it has a very direct bearing on what this Party is 
doing today. It has a direct bearing on what has happened, 
particularly here in New York. It has a direct bearing 
on (JOHN) GATES, (JOE) CLARK, ( JOIs) 3TAR0BIN and others. 
It is not an academic , question. It governs the approach 
of a great many comrades to their views and their ideologies , 
adding it is the bridge we have to some of these people 
today and the bridge tomorrow. It has a bearing on the 
party we are building today. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT commented in effect that the first 
time a mass party of socialism was suggested, it was 
criticized as "liquidatory" . It was stated very clearly 
that such a party would have to be based on Marxism - 
Leninism. He commented that the Social - Democratic Party 
of Czarist Russia, was not a Marxism - Leninism Party, and 
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added that it (mass party of socialism) is probably going 
to be built in., spite of us. 

LIGHTFQOT stated that "we" do not want to be 
like the British Communist Party, having as one of its 
aims to get into the British Labor Party. s 'We" want to 
be there to condition this party along certain lines and 
should strive to make it a Marxist - Leninist party. 
LIGHTF00T said that he would not put as a pre-condition 
that you are not going to have anything but Ma3?xists - 
Leninists in it (mass party of socialism). He said that 
there are some comrades who have their minds so glued to 
the mass party of socialism that they are not doing much 
to build this party (Communist Party). 

LIGHTFOOT stated that he has no objection to 
the adding of phrases (to this document) about building and 
consolidating the Communist Party, but he remarked that he 
does not want to get off into the question of a united 
party of socialism. He said that he is not as optimistic 
as SID (STEIN) that this thing is going to happen and 
added that much has to occur before he ^JjIGHTFQOT) sees 
any such mass possibilities. He said that when we .reach 
that stage, we can discuss it. I think we ought to be 
in on the ground floor definitely, but as to 11 foam and 
and character", it can not be forseen now. 

Rem arks of EUGENE DENNIS 

Informant related that DENNIS, in a loud and 
irritated manner, stated that it (the united party of 
socialism) happens to be one of the things that is under- 
mining the Party in New York, adding that it might have 
no effect in Illinois, though he would question it. 

Informant reported that LIGHTFOOT then asked 
"So you have any practical suggestions. Gene?" , 
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DENNIS continued by stating that the document 
should be typed and mimeographed and anything that is 
"fuzzy" he wants to sharpen in order to establish clarity 
so this committee can decide. We will find a number of 
things we won't account for because we will be unable to 
get agreement. 

Remarks of CA RL WINTER 

WINTER suggested that there be two types cf 
amendments to the document , the first kind of amendment 
would be one that would be most likely to gain support 
for the document. The second type of amendment would be 
one that would not get the greatest united support. He 
then commented that the Party membership is not getting 
any enlightenment from "us" by being divided on the 
question of "left sectarianism and revisionism". 

Remarks of CLAUDE LlflHTFOOff 

LIGHTPOOT commented in effect that he had just 
one last word to add, that is, that they should not go on 
ary" vendettas" , commenting that the problem of building 
and consolidating (the Party) is the main task jn point. 

Remar ks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that "we" have the DENNIS and 
the STEIN report s 3 where we put strongly on the basis of 
our convictions certain opinions. He then exclaimed what 
did we compromise?. . .was principle involved. 

Remarks o f CARL WINTER 

WINTER stated that in his opinion, they should 
"curb" both the ultraleft and the right. 
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Remarks of SID STE IN 

STEIN then asked "does the document squarely 
reaffairm the Convention?" You see when you start bargaining 
here first on the California document then on this document, 
you will meet (BOB) THOMPSON'S objections and (BEN) DAVIS 1 
objections. He added that there will be comrades such 
as BOB THOMPSON who will "hit the ceiling" when he reads 
this document. 

Remarks o f EUGE NE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that from a hurried reading of 
the document, he would make basic amendments, not just 
amendments, but basic ones. 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

WINTER remarked that whatever the amendments 
would be if they can be encompassed in the framework of 
what we are trying to do here, namely, to clarify wh£*t 
reaffirmation of the convention means and will mobilise 
the Party to consolidate its ranks on the line of the 
convention, then "I" am ready for all kinds of amendments. 
I am ready to move over in order to gain support for that. 
That is one kind of an amendment. If there should be 
some amendments that would be clearly contrary to that 
direction, I would welcome those amendments in order to 
have a clear cut, crystal position in the eyes of the 
Party membership. 

Remark s of SID STEIN 

STEIN stated that they should take it (document) 
into the NEC tomorrow adding that they won't get through 
without some basic amendments. STEIN commented further in 
effect that he would let certain things stand " for the 
sake of keeping it from blowing up" . He added that he would

sharpen it in one direction, while GENE (DENNIS) would 
sharpen it in another direction. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that it was unfortunate in his 
judgment that "our" committee did not have on it a spokesman 
from the ultraleft. He added that some comrades say " GENE" 
is a spokesman of the left and commented that this is 
nonsense . 

Rema r ks of CLAUDE L IGICTPOQT 

LIGHTE'OOT stated that there are profound 
differences within the Party which this document does not 
touch and that will not be involved in this document. He 
said the document was not designed to try to solve the 
differences in the Party. All that it tries to do is to 
give an immediate bridge uoon which to work on and that 
is to get out the mandates of the l6th National Convention. 
He added that in his opinion, they were trying to 

accomplish too much at one stroke. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

STEIN commented that the main question is the 
Party's isolation. He then spoke of his report wherein 
he cited the reasons why the right tendencies occurred « 
because "we" did not carry out the line of the Convention. 
STEIN also mentioned the Twelve Party Declaration, saying 
he was for the "snirit" of the Twelve Party Declaration. 
Informant reported that LIGHTFOOT interrupted STEIN and 
commented that "GENE" ( DENNIS ) has been studying it too, 
to which STEIN retorted that "GENE" is for Sl endorsing^ it 
(Twelve Party Declaration) . 
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Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTF00T 

LIGHTFOOT commented that thsy should come to 
some agreement in the Party on what they do agree on. 
Informant reported that C&PJ*.WUPJ?ER interrupted by 
stating in effect unless we agree that there is not enough 
that we agree on to make it possible. He added that he 
did not believe that that was the case. 

Informant related that at this point EUGENE 
DENNIS stated that he would like to be excused from the 
meeting. LIGETFOOT then asked DENNIS to remain until he 
finished his point. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that he wanted to criticize 
left sectarianism and dogmatism in his own way. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

LIGHTFOOT commented that you (DENNIS) will 
criticize them self -righteously. He said., that he wanted 
to make his point and petitioned X>EHHIS to at least meet him 
half way. LIGHTFOOT commented that the question is how 
to deal with danger, not .the sharp edge that you want to 
put in the document. 

Informant reported that SID STEIN then attempted 
to make a point to which EUGENE DENNIS commented "shut up" 
and DENNIS again stated that he would like tc be excused 
from the meeting. 

Informant reported that LIGHTFOOT continued 
speaking apparently directing his words at DENNIS, saying 
that since he (DENNIS) is leaving, he (LIGHTFOOT) has no 
idea of his thinking and added what is .the point of having 
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a committee of four people "if it is Just Carl (WINTER) and 
myself" . 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

STEIN stated to the group that they kneiv where 

he stood. 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

WINTER commented that if it (document) becomes 
a vehicle to play into the hands of either side, he would 
not have any part of it either. 

Rem arks of SID STEIN 

STEIN stated that he did not give a damn about 
the formulation provided it was seriously carried cut. He 
said that he knew as sure as he was sitting there, that 
neither GENE DENNIS, BOB THOMPSON nor BEN DAVIS are for 
this kind of an approach. I know it not on the basis of 
what they write , and I am not going to say that they are 
dishonest but more specifically about what they do. They 
are not. for this and their amendments will show that I am 
right . 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

WINTER stated that he did not know whether he 
was making any sense or not and added that in his opinion, 
there are two kinds of amendments. There are the kind of 
amendments which you may not agree with, but in the same 
sense or spirit in which the whole document is presented - 
you agree with it taken as a whole. You have to realize 
that we have this kind of a party today with this kind of 
a situation. YoU have got to be able to move forward. I 
will assure you that this is not my thinking and this is 
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not my document, but I accepted a lot of things in order 
to meet a situation. 

Informant reported that the meeting ended with 
CLAUDE LIGETFOOT commenting to CARL WINTER to look him up 
the next day for the report, to which WINTER retorted "what 
is there to report"? 
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The following is a report of highlights and 
most important statements made at the meeting of the 
National Administrative Committee (NAC), CP, USA, held 
in NYC, on 2/IO/58, as reported by NY 2179-S*. 

The informant advised that the above meeting 
was held in the 3rd floor Board Room, CP Headquarters, 
23 west 26th Street, NYC; and was chaired by EUGENE DENNIS. 

NY 2179-S* advised that to the best of his 
knowledge the following individuals were present at this 
meeting: 

DENNIS, DAVIS, STEIN, HY LUMER, JIM JACKSON, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN and JACK STACKED,. 

'The meeting was called to order by EUGENE DENNIS 
at 2:10 p.m., and was opened with a report on the economic 
situation by an individual believed to be HY LUMER , 

Individual Believed to be HY LUMER 

He initiated his report by mentioning the question 
of the program of the political party in the labor movement. 
He stated that industrial production hit its peak in 1956 
and that the year 1957 saw the beginning of the end of the 
boom. 

(COPIES CONT'D ) 
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He described the economic picture of the US 
during the last two years by mentioning the stock market 
drop in mid 1957 and commenting that it had dropped 
20$ by the end of the year 0 He mentioned a drop in 
production of durable goods and of machine tools to the 
extent of approximately 50$ in 1957 and added that 
there was also a 20$ drop in car loadings. He described 
the 1952 industrial production as 92$ of capacity and 
compared it to the 82$ in December of 1956 and the 73$ 
of capacity as of 1/1/58. He furnished 55$ of capacity 
as the figure applicable in the steel industry and 
62$ of capacity regarding oil production. 

With reference to what he described as a sharp 
rise in unemployment $ he compared the figures of 2.3$ for 
December of 1956 as against 3o4$ for January of 1958, 
giving four to four and one half million individuals 
as the number presently unemployed * 

He stated that 6$ of the total labor force 
are now up^mfloyed and prognosticated that the next 
figures given will be £-,000,000 people or 7i$. 

With reference to the growth in areas of 
unemployment he continued that 45 out of 100 major 
industrial centers are now declaimed surplus man power 
centers, breaking it down further by stating that 
Detroit is the hardest hit with 200,000 unemployed . 
He added th^t another area is Seattle with 10$ unemployed 
and described youngstown as being hard hit and operating 
on 45$ of capacity * 

Regarding income, he furnished 434 billion 
dollars as. the figure for the gross national production 
in 1957> commenting there was a drop during the latter 
part of the year accompanied by a drop in gross weekly 
wages for workers. H6 added that despite these declines, 
there has been no drop in prices, stating that wholesale 
prices continue to increase 
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He prognosticated that steel would go up in 
June and that there would he an overall drop in profits 
for the last quarter with the smallest declines in 
profits felt by the biggest companies 0 He commented 
that the 'year 1957 was marked by a rise of business 
failure So 

Regarding the farm situation he stated that 
from 1951 to 1956 farm prices went down, although they 
stayed about the same for 1957. 

With reference to foreign trade , he advised that 
American exports rose as they have in the last few years, 
attributing same to the blockup of the Suez Canal and 
poor crops in Europe 0 

He traced the country's economy since World 
War II, during the course of which he referred to the 
following: 

The 19^9 slump; the Korean war; the boom in 
Western Europe; the boom in hcu^g construction; tax 
increases; quiet spending at the end of 195^5 expansion 
in capital investment for Dupont in 1955* and heavy 
expanaionin many industries during this period 0 

He explained that capital investment today is 
on the downgrade, commenting on a 20$ drop in capital 
investments in 1957. 

He further attributed our present inflation 
to considerable credit expansion coupled with the downgrade 
of capital investments,, stating that production, has 
outstripped demand 4 

Next , he referred to the question of what can 
be anticipated and with reference to same, mentioned 
large government spending as an economic stabilizer which 
could slow down recession * 
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He further mentioned that the level of 
unemployment compensation does not nearly meet the 
demand. He advised that spending for armaments is the 
only method to turn the tables „ 

He stated it is possible to have a very 
serious depression and mentioned Secretary MITCHELL 1 s 
estimate of an ultimate four and one half million unemployed . 

He referred to military increases in spending, 
commenting that within the next six months there is an 
expected increase of government orders totaling approximately 
$1,000,000,000 per month . 

, He continued by remarking that the economy today 
stands on the threshold of a major depression which will be 
worse than 1949 or 1954. 

He described the economic decline as being 
indicative of the general instability of the American 
economy, stating that all of the remedies suggested call' 
for increased military expenditures,, He terminated his 
discussion by offering the following suggestions: 

l; Increase wages of labor. 

2. Shorter work week* 

3. General wage and pension legislation 

(k) Increase minumum wage to $1.50 per hour. 
(B) Increase social security benefits. 

4. Tax considerations,, 

5. Increase unemployment benefits. 

o. Re-financing for laborers who h^ve lost their 
jobs, coupled with a moratorium on mortgages. 
. Mobilization of unemployed workers. 
; Expansion of public works. 
9. Peace and trade. 
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The informant advised that there was one 
additional suggestion concerning the farm situation -which 
he was unable to acquire , 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

He suggested that a comparison he made of the 
American and European economies which would illustrate 
the competition between the two. 

The informant advised that a general conversation 
then ensued between an individual believed to be HY LUMER 
and an unknown male, which included mention of the drop in 
exports of machinery; competition of automobile 
manufacturers with reference to the number of foreign 
automobiles being imported; reduced competition in mass 
production goods and competition between the individual 
companies in the automobile and steel industries. During 
this discussion, the unknown male stated that steel has 
to operate at a mirtf.ffiura of 50^ of capacity or close down. 
The individual believed to be HY LUMER referred to the 
"Wall Street Journal 11 and commented on the cuts in the 
Federal Reserve Board, mentioning the drop from 4|r to kf 0 * 
He further mentioned that the position of the present 
administration is that recession can be controlled by 
money manipulation, which, in his opinion, is not true. 

He stated that big business is not affected by 
tight money. He described the Democrats as believing in 
loose money at all times and controling the economy by 
taxes and government spending as compared to the Republicans 
approach that cutting taxes of capitalists will free more 
mc^ey for investment. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

He stated that during the past three or four years 
we have had an example of how the struggle for the 
existing markets, particularly among the giants, has been 
the basis for a considerable amount of capital investment. 
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He commented that this procedure would be 
arrested for a while , adding that in the week prior,, 
the President of American Motors had demanded that the 
biggest corporations, namely General Motors, Ford, and 
Chrysler, be broken up* 

He then made a remark about united Fruit company 
organizing their own competitors, and suggested arousing 
new anti-monopoly sentiments among the masses 0 He offered 
an opinion that something has happened in the structure 
of the working class which makes the capitalistic system' 
less immediately vulnerable from the point of view of a 
drop in production in the basic industries. 

He stated that the small businessman Suffers 
because of the policies of the administration and urged for 
CP program to speak in favor of the masses and for an 
anti-monopoly campaign. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

He mentioned the depression of I929 and attributed 
same to capital and finance, not production. He offered the 
opinion that solutions will be forthcoming since we have 
an election year coming up, stating that the immediate 
solution will be. greater deficit spending. 

He advised that the party must take the stand 
that none should be without a job. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

He described the present situation as a national 
emergency and recommended a return to the food stamp 
program in Michigan and the Far West. He also recommenced 
an emergency medical program and free credit on mortgages. 
He stated that welfare committees will be playing a big 
role in the unipns. 

He advised that he was desirous of developing 
the report by HY LUMER, commenting that after the report 
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on the economy of the country at the National committee 
Meeting, he wanted national committee members from 
Seattle, Chicago, Cleveland, and Detroit to supplement 
the report with a fifteen minute talk on their respective 
experiences in connection with recession in their areas » 

Remarks of BEN DAV IS 

He complimented LUMER on his report and expressed 
his opinion that our economic situation requires an 
initiation of East-west trade, stating that the United 
States is * in no position to demand surrender as a 
basis of negotiation with the East 0 He commented that 
living standards are rising in the Socialist countries* 
at such a rapid pace that it won*t be long before we are 
a second rate country. 

He averred that Negro workers/piay a greater 
role in the Negro movement as a result of economy, and 
spoke out against discrimination towards Negro and 
Puerto Rican workers, 

He continued that during the last depression, the 
workers did not improve themselves in the political setup 
of the country and urged that workers be elected to state 
and federal lawmaking bodies^ With reference to this, he 
referred to ROCKEFELLER as being a big contender in NY State 
politics , 

Rem&rks of Individual Believed to be HY LUMER 

He suggested that a report be presented and 
discussed in the National • Committee and the resulting 
report be published in PA (Party Affairs?). 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

He advised that he did not believe there would be 
sufficient time to discuss the report for presentation at the 
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National Committee Meeting. He suggested that a 
sub-committee of four members be set -,up to discuss the 
report to meet on the following Thursday (2/13/58). 

He stated he had learned that most of the 
comrades in Chicago will not be in for the National committee 
Meeting because they were unable to raise the $75 . 

He commented that he had advised CLAUDE 
(LIGHTPOOT) that the entire complement of the National 
Committee must be here and that they could figure on 
$75 each, apart from food and hotel acommodations. He 
mentioned that Seattle could raise the money and they 
could borrow it. 

He asked JACK (STACHEL) if the latter thought 
that ERIC (BURT?) should be elected to the National 
Committee. According to the informant, STACHEL did not 
directly reply to this inquiry, but mentioned GEORGE 
MORRIS as a possible member of the National Committee, 
describing him as one of the most faithful old comrades. 
STACHEL further commented that he could not understand 
how MORRIS had missed being on the National Committee for 
so long. DENNIS replied that the question can also be 
logically raised concerning the election of PAT (WILLIAM 
PATTERSON?) to the National Committee. 

DENNIS then mentioned the following individuals 
as beiag proposed as invitees to the National Executive 
Committee (NEC) and/or National committee Meeting: 

ALEX (BITTELMAN), ERIC (BURT) , PAT (WILLIAM L 0 
PATTERSON), BILL ALBERTSON, GEORGE MORRIS and ARNOLD 
(JOHNSON). . > 

The informant advised that there was no 
disagreement to the invitees proposed and further that 
one additional individual named was unknown to him. 
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DENNIS then enumerated the agenda for the 
NBC as-'follows: 

1. Report of sub-committee , short report and 
long report 

2. proposal regarding Sunday "Worker" 

3. Proposal regarding report on registration 
\. The final proposition on the agenda. 

He commented that the latter should he somewhat 
tied in with the work of the sub-committee. 

DENNIS stated that there were appeals from 
districts and states and mentioned the following: 

1# An appeal from the minority of the (NY) State 
Committee to the National Committee. 

2, An appeal from the New Jersey state Committee. 

3. Northern California's overall proposals. 

He commented that all of the appeals deal with the 
same subject and suggested that the NEC should come out with 
a majority and a minority appeal rather than individual 
state appeals. 

According to the informant, the following general 
conversation then took place: 

BEN DAVIS agreed that the appeals should be 
lumped together into individual majority and minority 
reports to the National Committee to which D2NNIS agreed, 
but remarked that the states have their right to address 
their communication to the National Committee. At this point, 
DAVIS described the appeal from NY as a seyen page, single- 
spaced, legal sized document. At this psffnt, HY LUMER 
stated that the NEC can formulate the majority and minority 
reports from these appeals and that they could then 
present then to the National committee. 
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DENNIS then asked for approval df the above- 
mentioned agenda, commenting, tohat about The worker? 
According to the informant, everyone answered yes 9 

then asked what about the preliminary discussion 
on leadership, to which JACK STACHEL replied that the 
report of the sub-committee would be sufficient to 
cover leadership * 

There were no objections to this procedure, 
according to the informant « 

The informant advised that EUGENE DENNIS 
then discussed what was believed by the informant to be 
a letter demanding an answer from the National Administrative 
Committee as to why that committee had not retracted 
accusations made against the California leadership 
regarding the charge of revisionism . This letter demanded 
immediate retracting of said accusations and threatened 
to bring the question before the National Committee unless 
same were retracted prior to its meeting. 

BEN DAVIS proposed that either the new 
National Executive Committee or the Resident Board, whichever 
is elected, take it up and commented that there are \ dozen 
people complaining about revisionism, 

EENKIS' "described the California resolution as 
being a seven page document that was unanimously adopted, 
and stated that it constituted an analysis of the euonoioic 
situation and the party objectives in this regard; it deals 
with left* sectarianism, but nothing with regard to 
revisionism and there is a pitch for new leadership and 
mass work in general* 

According to the informant, HI LUMER commented 
that the California resolution was cleverly constructed 
and well written, to' which EUGENE DENNIS remarked that it 
was written by (WILLIAM) SCHNEIDERMAN and one other. 
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Remarks of ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 

She described the party leadership as being 
inept and hog-tied all of the time, stating that nothing 
can be done until this situation is corrected. 

She mentioned that it was impossible to reach 
a decision with regard to the 12 party declaration and 
suggested that the party was not able to understand 
how GATES (JOHN) hampered the party leadership, and why the 
M.C could not do anything concerning the resolution. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

He stated that the biggest thing wrong with 
the party was: 

1. The question of the lack of line in mass 
work . 

2. What kind of a party is it? 

He then commented that you've got to have the 
kind of a party which will fight for a line against all 
revisionism. 

According to the informant, EUGENE DENNIS then 
asked, "Should we go for a full-blown resolution and nound 
it out, or do we want something that treats very briefly 
on the folbwing points:" 

1. Our interpretation of the 64 party document. 

2. Convention (should have bean interpreted as 
building the party and overcoming its 
isolation) . 

3. A brief report on the united party of 
socialism and bow at the convention this 

was used in an attempt to liquidate the party. 
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DENNIS also commented that they would have to 
say something very briefly against dogmatism and 
revisionism without going into case histories or 
argumentation 0 

According to the informant, a general 
discussion was then held regarding an article concerning 
JOHN GATES 1 resignation from the Party , with EUGENE DENNIS 
recommending that it be printed in"«?be worker d n 

BEN DAVIS advised that it must be made clear 
that JOHN GATES changed, taking into account his war record, 
for example s as the Soviet Union would do it* 

He continued that you can't say that at one 
moment an individual is all good and at another moment 
that this same individual is all bad, continuing that 
you can't convince anybody that way. 

EUGENE DENNIS then referred to the way the 
Chinese would handle a situation such as GATES T 
resignation from the party and offered his opinion that 
the National Committee should not accept GATES' resignation. 

At this point, JACK STACKED remarked that he 
(GATES) went to the capitalist press, to which DENNIS 
replied., t1 Yes, as a diversionary measure 

JACK STACKED then suggested that an analysis 
be made of why GATES degenerated, to which BEN DAVIf? 
replied that you don't analyze anything, you just say it, 
(GATES became a party degenerate when he ireered from 
Marxism-Leninism. 

JACK STACHEL then inquired as to how to account 
for the party 1 s toleration of GATES, to which BEN DAVIS 
expanded by commenting that you convince the people of 
the party's liberality by the fact that the party did 
tolerate him. 

Following the above discussion, the informant 
advised that EUGENE DENNIS then called for an adjournment 
of the meeting at approximately 7^0 p.m. 
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On 2/27/58 > NY 2179-S-* advised that on above date 
HENRY A RON and ROBERT THOMPSON had a conference at the 
latterJ-se office, CP headquarters, 23 West 26th St., NYC 
According to the informant, the discussion pertained to a 
run-down on Party finances and expenses ♦ The informant 
advised that certain points of ''discussion were not available 
as both THOMPSON and ARON took the added security precaution 
of using the blackboard; however, the general tenor of the 
discussion was as follows: 

ARON commented that ''This is all we can clear up" 
(figures written on blackboard) . He stated there is the 
additional problem of (EUGENE) DENNIS who gets #30 (per week) 
for cabs and BILL FOSTER has been getting 175 a week. He 
said "we" pay the rent for the Chicago office amounting to 
$60 (per month?) 

Continuing, ARON informed THOMPSON that there is 
"actually three cars" (believe ARON referring to 3 Party cars). 
He explained that FRED (PINE) has (a car), a 1951 (model) 
which is not worth much, someone offered 480 for it. He 
stated that this can be worked out with him (PINE) and 
indicated that PINE was coming to New York City to settle 
up his affairs. 

Continuing, ARON stated the two cars, SID's (STEIN) 
car is in the Chicago office and there is BILL?s (POSTER) car. 
He said the amount comes to this much roughly (puts figure on 
blackboard). ARON also stated that there is a total of 
miscellaneous expenses in this amount (puts figure on black- 
board) . 

Continuing, the informant reported that ARON stated 
that "we" (National Office) lease the building (CP Headquarters) 
for this amount ( figures on blackboard) . He commented that 
there was additional money spent on painting and repairs of 
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the building saying that a plumbing bill of over §?100 is 
still unpaid. He indicated that |>1000 was added to the 
expense of the building which is only a mininp.ru figure. 

A BON then mentioned that the expenses for the 
National Committee meetings which occur four times a year 
comes to this amount (written on blackboard) # It is noted 
that this informant reported previously that the last 
National Committee meeting cost &1996* 

Continuing, A RON stated +"hat another item is 
"Blue Ciipss" which he described as extremely valuable 
and amounts to this monthly (figure on blackboard) . AR0N 
then referred to additional items not described as coming 
to- fy£00 a month and added that if yoti bring two people in 
from California, it will cost kjpQO. He said that "our 
budget" last year came to this amount (on blackboard) . 
He explained that this figure did not include administrative 
expenses such as paper, postage, telegrams, telephones, or 
contributions toward political work. He remarked that he 
just wanted to give (THOMPSON) a bird*s-eye view and apparently 
continued to write on the blackboard. 

THOMPSON asked if it is all channeled through one 
person to which AROJSf replied all channeled through . ♦ . * he 
giyes it to us (no name mentioned), all contributions he gets 
he turns over to us. (It is believed that A RON is referring 
to IS ADO RE vJCFSEY) 

AR0N stated that "The worker" has been a constant 
problem day in and day out and "you live from one day to 
the next" and no matter how much (money) the Party gets, 
it goes. He said that no one made a bigger fight against 
the giving out of money than did BILL LA-'iRENQE, but it 
did- no good. He seated that this (amount) is dues (collected) 
last year (figure on blackboard) . He said this figure also' 
representee! convention due? payments t 
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The informant reported that A RON apparently continued 
to write on the blackboard and stated that "The Worker" is 
going to need (figure on blackboard) to operate. He commented 
that it is going to be hard to get money as people are in a 
bad frame of mind. They want to see tae Party do something , 
adding that the Party "now" is in deficit financing. 

ARON asked THOMPSON if he had any questions so far, 
and he then continued talking stating that he believed the 
Party could maintain the staff and indicated that he (A RON?) 
should get off the payroll.. Concerning the staff payroll, 
ARON stated that PAT (W. L. PATTERSON) is how on "The Worker" 
(payroll). ARON indicated -that he would recommend that one 
person be named to be in charge of fund raising with a 
committee working under this person* 

Continuing, ARON stated that the question "of. subsidy" 
has to be solved . He remarked that CARL ROSS is looking for 
a job, STEVE (NELSDN) is either looking for work or presently 
has a job, and that ARNOLD JOHNSON will be on the staff 
(payroll) . 

ARON commented that in his opinion, they should • 
set up a committee which would function outside the Party as well a 
in; the-iParty •(inf©*man-t^beli.eveji.ARON- £s spe.akip-g-of.B-.fund raising 
committee). He indicated that he has talked to some people , 
about such a committee, but he was unsuccessful in getting 
anyone to accept the chairmanship. He commented that CLARA, 
(possibly BOD IAN) had told him that, people are completely 
callous and the response (for money) is disheartening. 

ARQN aiso advised THOMPSON that he had made -another 
proposal (to set up) a legal committee in order to pay off 
attorney's fees which he characterized as being a major 
problem. He stated that the districts still owe for the 
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last National Committee meeting saying that 45000 should be 
coming in from the districts. "He indicated that the only 
districts that have paid the National Office are Oklahoma,. 
Montana, Michigan, and bos Angeles, (southern California 
district). He stated that the bigger districts like eastern 
Pennsylvania, northern California, New Jersey, Mew York, and 
Illinois owe us (National Office) quite large sums of money 
and "I" have a list of all the money they owe us. 

Continuing, informant reported that ARON then 
discussed proposals that he apparently made: 

1. Have a financial secretary responsible for 
receiving and disbursements of funds. 

2. Get rid of the Chicago Office unless '(we) get 
agreement to move there. 

3. Give additional thought to cutting the staff. 

ARON then discussed the cost of maintaining BILL 
POSTER saying it costs this much per week (figure on black- 
board.) 

He commented that in his opinion, he did not 
believe the car (FOSTER'S personal car) should be garaged 
for this much money (on blackboard) and added that ten- -percent of 
budget is going to POSTER'S income. 

Continuing, ARON stated that BOB would have to go 
over this himself as there is also a question of miscellaneous 
expenses "like those cabs for GENE (DENNIS)". He commented $>30 
. a week for (cabs) almost $,2000 a year. ARON stated that in ■ 
addition*--, "we" have 'Office (cleaning) help amounting to $70 
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a week and mentioned JERRY (DALY), SARAH (JAFPE), who also 
does the mimeographing and cleaning work as well as ELIZABETH 
LAV/SON, who he indicated works two " days a wee'kand is paid 
|.2ij. a week. 

ARON stated that a drive (fund drive), might be 
successful but that "Affairs" are valuable politically, but 
in many cases you lose money on affairs. (It is the 
informant's opinion that ARON speaking of- "affairs" is 
referring to the large gatherings of the type that are held 
in Madison Square Garden.) 

Continuing, informant reported that ARON also 
spoke on "the question of membership, commenting that there 
is no real membership set up.- He said that the districts 
have no membership set up and there is no membership apparatus 
under the present set up. 

THOMPSON then asked "'How. much in the way of 
records?", "How much does HALL (SYLVIA HALL) take care of ? 1 
ARON replied that she (HALL) can take care of most of it 
although she is very busy. He said that with the help 
of JEANNIE (SMITH) and RUTH (S'dDEJLMdN) SYLVIA could work out 
a system to handle the books. 

ARON advised THOMPSON that they should work out an 
arrangement in the collection of dues during the National 
Committee and the National Executive Committee meetings He 
said that they should set an hour aside at these meetings in 
order to collect dues. 

Informant reported that at the close of the discussion, 
ARON spoke about himself commenting that he did not have a 
coatj a hat, money, or a job. He said that he might seek 
employment as a painter or a proofreader.

She added that she wjlj.j. review her motion 
after the NEC has been given a sufficient explanation 
by the NAC. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT 

LIGHTPOOT commented that the question on 
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leadership should precedf the question of the move to 
Chicago . 

Informant reported that a general dis- 
cussion then ensued on the question of invitees to 
the National Committee meeting, which resulted in a 
number of proposals being made, and as a result it. was 
proposed that they (National Committee) have an 
Executive session. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

STEIN then inquired if this meant that 
everyone would be omitted. 

Remarks of GEORGE MEYERS - Chairman 



MEYERS then called this question for a 
vote.. The motion was carried 8 in favor 6 opposed that 
the National Committee be in Executive session. 

Remarks of CARL WINTER

Remarks Of GEORGE MEYERS - Chairman

Remarks of ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN 

FLYNN stated that she would be willing 
to reconsider on (ARNOLD) JOHNSON, (WILLIAM L.) 
PATTERSON and (ALEXANDER) BITTLEMAN. 
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SID STEIN interrupted FLYNN by suggesting 
that there be 8 more names. FLYNN commented that the 
J original proposal was that there would be 3 (invitees) 
I and added that she was not adverse to the extention 
I of this list. 

4 Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that they should take a vote 
on the consideration. This vote was carried 9 in 
favor and 5 opposed for reconsideration.

An individual, whose identity was unknown 
to the informant, spoke and then referred to a letter 
written to (EUGENE) DENNIS from Comrade PAT (TOOHEY) . 
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Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT 

LIGHTPOOT then asked the unidentified 
individual whether he was present when this letter 
was read. 

Remarks of S ID STEIN 

{ STEIN stated that GENE (DENNIS) read it 

I (the letter) at .a NAC meeting and at the end of his 
{reading discovered that it was from PAT (TOOHEY) and 
I that it was to be confidential. STEIN continued, saying 
"that GENE then asked the members of the NAC not to 
reveal its contents since it was a personal letter* 

Remarks . of CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT 




LIGHTPOOT recommended that MARTHA (STONE) 
get together with GENE (DENNIS) and BEN ( DAVIS ^ to 
see what PAT (TOOBEY) said. 

Remarks of MARTHA STONE 



STONE stated that Comrade (£AT) TOOHEY 
discussed with her the fact that he had a meeting 
with GENE DENNIS. She said that she would invite 
the comrades of this Committee to go to her district 
(New Jersey) to see the situation. 



f Remarks of BOB THOMPSON 



THOMPSON stated that the Sub-committee 
| will meet on the second floor where there is a blackboard, 

. Informant reported that following the-, recess 

the meeting continued with the following comments 
by CARL WINTER: ' 

WINTER gave a report on efforts -of 
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himself and CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT to revise a;. collective 
report for the National Committee, He stated this 
document is subject to two types of amendments. He 
commented that certain type amendments are valuable 
in that they oblige everyone to set down crystal clear- 
where-*; he parts company. There are certain kinds 
of amendments toward which we should display a wel- 
coming attitude. WINTER suggested that the meeting 
adjourn for approximately 15 minutes in order for the 
members to read the document under discussion, follow- 
ing the short adjournment, GEORGE MEYERS , Chairman 
called the meeting to order and commented that Comrade 
GENE (DENNIS) has the floor. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 



DENNIS stated that SID (STEIN) had ex- 
pressed an opinion and was prepared to state a 
resolution on the California document. CLAUDE 
LIGHTPOOT) and CARL (WINTER) prepared to accept 
tills resolution as a basis (for discussion) . They 
agreed to work on the document. 

The first thing that struck me about 
their work is that we have an amalgamation of the 
California resolution, SID*S (STEIN) report and 
a couple of items from my report. 

DENNIS added that their efforts were 
motivated by the highest interest in the Party, but 
"it will mean all things to all men" depending on 
your position. Adding as an example the questions 
on revisionism and the vanguard role. 

I think in the struggle for unity which 
is of cardinal importance, the National Committee should 
take a clear position on a number of points, namely, 
the class struggle, the significance of the 16th National 
Convention and the issues of dogmatism and revisionism. 
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There are a number of theoretical questions also that 
must he settled. We should reach an accurate view, 
something must be clearly upheld and in agreeing 
we will save the Party. 

Informant reported that SID STEIN then 
interrupted DENNIS requesting that DENNIS point out 
the points of divergence. 

Continuing, DENNIS mentioned the question 
on (JOHN) GATES and his symbol of the Party's trend 
toward Social sim. DENNIS commented that since the 
16th National Convention the Party has been unsuccessful 
in carrying out these principles and the leadership 
is divided. 

DENNIS was of the opinion that the 
National Committee should come to aTT-concre-te 
stand on 6 points, as set out in the 16th Nacxoirai 
^Invention. 

1. Insure the Party's participation 
in the important class struggles. 

2. Make the best contribution in the 
present struggles and clarify our action in respect 
to the 16th National Convention. 

3. Rebuild the CP. 

He added that the convention set up 
features based on Marxism - Lenism. It set up issues 
of the Party's vanguard role. We must have a Party 
of action. We must prohibit all factions, adding 
"the Party is here to stay." He said "we" must 
not be confused with the United Socialist Party. 
We must be a vanguard working Party guided by Marxism- 
1 Leninism. 
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4. Errors of the past were all left 
sectarianism^-. There is still a struggle sgainst 
left sectarianism and right opportunism. We must 
refute the revisionists to build the Party. We must 
struggle against the factions that are against the 
Marxist-Leninist line of the Party. 

5. Establish agreement on the above points. 
All should study the 64 Party Declaration, and those 
who reject it should be looked on as dogmatists. 



6. Re-organise the National leadership 
to work as a team in order to carry out the l6th 
National Convention principles. 

Remarks of SID STEIN 




STEIN spoke and referring to DENNIS 1 
report said we "are punchy" with words. STEIN added 
that what he wants to see is a Party of 12,000 

Pmbers who are able to discuss points with others and 
Party to carry out what the National Convention 
intended. That is to discuss a way to Socialism. 
k Eventually brin£ forth a United Party of Socialism. 

He said that the majority of the National 
Committee were willing to take steps on the California 
document, adding that the difficulties can be overcome, 
not easily but it can be done. STEIN stated further 
that in his opinion a smaller Party would be isolated 
but at least it would oe maintained for a time. 

He said that "we" do not want a section 
of leadership who do not agree with the National 
Convention. STEIN stated that he has asked Comrade 
DENNIS for weeks what he has, to put it on paper and 
let us see it. STEIN stated that the greatest 
dis-service that can be done to the Party is to talk 
in nebulous terms * He said that people have lost 
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confidence in us and some of them are thinking of leaving 
and joining something else. He added that they are 
not revisionists. He added that confidence in himself 
and DENNIS and so forth is not the same as confidence 
in the Party. He commented that what threatens the 
Party at the moment is Revisionism. 



Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTP00T 



LIGHTP00T stated that at the last National 
Committee meeting it was decided to appoint a Sub-com- 
mittee, He added that the way the sub-committee was 
set up convinced him that some comrades want war 
not peace.., adding that when they returned to their 
districts,, the sub-committee was torpedoed. We were 
accused of being afraid. Yes comrades I am afraid 
for our Party. I am concerned aboug the thing 
we have devoted most our adult life to. 

^ LIqHTPOOT commented that there does 

not appear to be a mature leadership and he rejected 
the inference made by GENE (DENNIS) and SID (STEIN). 
LIGHTP00T said that to reverse the convention 3s 
not easy and that they need a new convention 
in order to do it. We have a constitution we are 
going to live by - it says any major policy decision 
must go to the membership. He stated that to. ' 
say that the main danger is left sectarianism "is a 
conclusion of the convention. We cannot say it ds 
revisionism and we cannot change it without a 
convention.. This document is not ambiguous, it states 
we have not overcome sectarianism to the extent that 
we can elevate revisionism to be the main danger. 

Continuing, LIGHTP00T commented that 
(JOHN) GATES is out of the Party, and so are many 
others. Let us worry about the present membershin. 
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¥e have almost absolute isolation from the masses. He 
said it ivas getting to a point where if anyone says 
anything he is a re-uisionist . In California they call 
SAM KUSHNER a revisionist. In Chicago they say he is 
"left" . 

Informant reported that an unidentified 
female interrupted LIGHTPOOT by stating that NY calls 
him (KUSHNER) revisionist. 

Continuing, LIGHTPOOT stated that they 
should try to meet halfway. 

Informant reported that LIGHTPOOT 
apparently directed his comments to GENE (DENNIS) 
and referred to DENNIS' marking of the document. 

V. LIGHTPOOT said that he could not 

understand GENE'S objection. Continuing, LIGHTPOOT 
stated that if you comrades of the NEC cannot 
bend over a little to meet thisjproblem you do 
not want unity and you do not want CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT. 

He stated that history has a way of 
catching up with this leadership, adding that in 
"48 (I948)ttey cau^fcup with us and took them 
to "5&" (1952) to find us. I do not consider the 
convention a bible. We will not exist if we toss 
overboard the only basis I see in the Party for unity. 

Unknown Male 



An individual, whose identity was unknown 
to the informant, then asked a question on prodeedure. 
"Do we go into the content of the document now or 
should we vote on placing it before the National 
Committee. "

Unknown Male (Possibly MIOKIE LIMA) 

An Individual believed to be LIMA 
stated that there is a danger of becoming lost in 
layers of words and discussions. There has been no 
talk here to show me that there should be a change 
made. The unity of our Party will be achieved on a 
basis of understanding and applying our "theories 
to the American scene. 

This document is an amalgamation of 
contrary viewpoints 0 . 1 think the California 
document places the issues facing the Party more 
squarely on the line. It is positively clear in 
stating the problem. I do not believe in the co- 
existence of many trends and on the other hand you 
cannot say that one trend is all good and another is 
all 'bad. I was never a part of any (JOHN) GATES, 
trend. 

The convention I thought set up the 
predominant trend of the Party. Now there is a move 
(If) push the trend the other way. There is too much 
dogmatism in the Party today. We must realize there 
is no eternal law. The laws of Marxism-Leninism 
are not eternal. We have got to change when change 
is necessary. I have been trying to think this thing 
out in my own way. I have been labeled a" revisionist." 
I warmly endorsed the Hungarian Government. I ha^e> 
a high regard for internationalism and particularly 
the role of the Soviet Union. 

Unidentified Male Believed to be GEORGE MEYER S 

The fundamental problems facing us 
is that of applying the fundamentals of Marxism- 
Leninism to the American scene and the failure to 
lead the Party in mass work. I find I cannot move 
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the Party in my district in any mass way due to the kind 
of discussion going oh in the Party. 

Unknown Male 

An individual, whose identity was unknown 
to the informant , then stated that he is opposed to 
the idea that a danger exists in working with the 
Socialist groups. This individual stated that part 
of the right danger lies in a divided trade union 
movement, the question of the Negro People 1 s Movement 
and a lack of grasping on to the opportunity. 

This individual stated that he.bfeliev.ed 
that the American capitalism has changed toward the 
labor unions land socialistic trends* He said that the 
word or phrase "dictatorship of the proletariat" is a 
phrase the average person in America cannot understand, 
but that "peaceful transition" is a better phrase and 
should be used. He said that to talk about the situation 
in the Soviet Union and Stalin is like walking on eggs* 
He said that following the convention word spread 
around that I was anti-semetic because of a certain 
resolution submitted at the convention. I labeled it 
ll|ll as reactionary, while deploring the situation in 

Soviet Union around the killing of those Jewish 
people. This individual ended his talk by stating 
that he did not believe that this is a reason for 
leaving the American Communist Party. 

Remarks of DOROTHY HEALBY 

HEALEY then asked how much longer they 
xvould continue and what they should accomplish at 
this meeting. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS stated that both reports should 
be presented to the National Committee the following 
day. 
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Informant reported that there was much 
discussion for and against CARL'S (WINTER) and CLAUDE'S 
(LIGHTFOOT) document. It was proposed that a vote 
"be taken on "both documents and the document receiving 
the most votes be reported to the National Committee , 

Remark^ of Unknown Male 



An individuals whose identity was unknown 
to the informant , stated that he was against this 
procedure , as the document getting the most votes 
will be characterized as being the document sponsored 
by the NEC, which is not the case. This unknown 
male proposed that a vote be taken and the document 
receiving the least number of votes will be reported 
as a minority report . 

Remarks of MARTHA STONE 



STONE argued that a vote should be 
taken now, but wants points of both documents 
incorporated into the discussion so that what the 
majority of the NEC wants is actually the basis of 
^i^ussiDn. 

^Remarks of DOROTHY HEALEY 

HEALEY spoke and argued in favor of 
CLAUDE 1 S report but said that points of each which 
are in agreement to all members of the NEC should 
be presented to the Committee (National Committee). 
She added that she is not in agreement with all the 
points of CLAUDE'S report, but remarks that she con- 
siders it significant that CLAUDE (LIGHTFOOT) and 
CARL (WINTER), two persons with different points of view 
are able to get together and put out a report. She 
said this should serve as an example to the meeting. 



Unknown Male 



An individual, whose identity was unknown 
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to the informant, stated that the line of approach in 
one of the documents represents the majority in the NEC, 
while the line of approach in the second document re- 
presents the line of approach in the NAC. This in- 
dividual stated that both documents will have to be 
presented. He recommended that the NEC vote on the 
dociiments and the results reported to the National 
Committee, in order that the National Committee will 
know the thinking of the NEC regarding these documents. 

Remarks of GENE DENNIS 

DENNIS proposed that a vote be taken 
as to whether both documents will be presented to 
the National Committee. 

Informant reported that there was much 
discussion as to the procedure, regarding these 
documents, and that SID STEIN stated that the 
trouble is that everyone present, no matter how 
sanctimonious, is fighting for his own position and 
.these documents will only continue the struggle in 
a different way. 

Rem arks of Individual Believed to be JIM JACKSON 

JACKSON stated that the discussion is 
dragging on hopelessly and that the committee cannot 
even agree on a simple question of procedure- without 
a 3 to 4 hour discussion. He proposed that they 
adjourn for dinner. He also proposed that a vote 
from the floor on both documents be taken with the 
understanding that neither document be designated 
as the one in favor by the NEC or the position of 
the NEC. 

Remarks of sip stein 

STEIN stated that h'eeagrees with the 
document being a basis for discussion with minor 
changes. 
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Remarks of GEORGE BLAKE CHARNSY \ 

CHARNEY suggested that they have a report 
of the Sub-committee in which the document approved 
by 2 members of the sub- commit tee., is presented as a 
basis for discussion. He added that you have a document 
of the third member of the sub-committee which is 
offered as a substitute and you have SID'S (STEIN) 
view with this document as a basis for discussion, 
with some amendments. He recommended that they present 
it in that manner.^/ ^ 

Remarks of SID STEIN 

STEIN stated that CARL (WINTER) will 
present the document as the work of the two comrades 
of the sub-r committee (WINTER and LIGHTEOOT). GENE 
(DENNIS) will present his own document because he 
cannot go along with this one. I support the document 
although I have some amendments 

Informant reported that the chairman 
took a voice vote .and there was no opposition to this 
motion of STEIN 1 S »7^X^ (0) 

Informant reported that following this 
there was some general discussion and the meeting 
adjourned.

The informant advised that this meeting 
was held in the tftird floor hoard room of CP headquarters , 
23 West 26th St., NYC, on the above date. NY 2179-S* 
advised that to the "best of his knowledge, the 
following individuals were in attendance at this 
meeting,

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

He opened the meeting at 1:30 PM stating 
that the National Committee had delegated a lot of 
political authority to the National Executive Committee 
(NEC) and offered the opinion that they would have a 
common agreement amongst the majority of the members 
of the NEC. He proposed that they should reach some 
conclusion on the economic situation and also on a 
program of action. He proposed that the comrade to be 
editor ("The Worker 11 ) should enjoy the confidence of 
the National Committee. 

At this point, an unknown individual asked, 
"What about SI (GERSON)?", To this question DENNIS 
advised that he (Si) was a native New Yorker and was 
not in sympathy xvith going to Chicago. He further added 
that SI was not too happy working on a weekly paper . 
DENNIS proposed that GEORGE (MEYERS) be considered as 
Labor Secretary, describing him as an individual who had 
carried the fight and had had recent experience in relation 
to textile union matters.

Individual Believed to be JAMES JACKSON 

He stated that a study should be made of the 
problems of the Party organization and that certain 
standards should be set predicated upon a review of 
past practices. He mentioned that while it was impossible 
to anticipate every question, a calendar of obvious things 
should be scheduled for examination, mentioning, as examples 
the question of the Political Action Association; the 
need for an up-to-date report on the postponed question 
of Negro work and the taking up of ideological questions. 
He offered the opinion that efficiency and production 
should be the test and the measure of the contributions 
made by the leadership and further that the leadership 
should repair the differences and breaches within the 
Party. He mentioned that on the question of fixing 
organizational responsibility, he had not proposed that 
BOB THOMPSON be made Organizational Secretary. 

Remarks of GEORGE MEYERS 

He stated that he did not consider the question 
of leadership to be a static situation, commenting that 
things are in motion in this country and all types of 
issues were becoming sharper. He stated that <&«y tendencies 
upon the part of leadership to consider the meat-axe 
approach should be smacked down for they woid do the 
utmost harm to the Party. He commented that he had 
conversed with SI (GERSON) on the previous day and described 

as the kind of man who wants to do the Job. He then 
referred to a letter which he stated had disturbed the 
comrades in Washington very much exolaining that it was 
sent down by PAT (WII&IAM L. PATTERSON? ) . He described 
the letter as dealing primarily with an office in the 
National Press Club. He stated that this office had been 
maintained merely as a matter of prestige and that it 
had been paid for in the past by comrades who had been 
receiving profits from the "Daily Worker". He continued 
by stating that since there was no longer a "Daily Worker", 
there are no profits with which to pay for the office and 
added that he had discussed the question of raising money 
for this office with SI (GERSON).

Remarks of Individual Believed to be BOB THOMPSON 



He commented that it would be very 
important to bring the material from the National 
Committee meeting to the Party membership in a practical 
and rapid manner. He stated that they must bring an 
official estimate and interpretation of the National 
Committee meeting to the membership and commented that 
this involved getting out a summary of HY's (LUMER) 
report very swiftly. 

He explained that in his opinion , it was 
tremendously important that the Party womld not get 
a distorted picture < of the main signifigance of the 
National Committee Report * He continued by stating 
a decision should be reached as to the form in which 
to publish the resolutions and offered the opinion 
that it would be better to wait until the next issue 
of P*A« (Political Affairs ) 6 He added that consideration 
should be given to publishing some in J! The Worker" 
and the county papers* 

He commented that in addition, consideration 
should be given to the advisability of an open letter 
tq the membership interpreting the meeting and 
explaining the imp&rtance of orienting the Party to 
the economic situation. He suggested that consideration 
should also be given to the scheduling of a number of 
large State committee meetings where reports could be 
given which would include, the center of the economic 
situation and the mobilization of the Party for work 
in that field .

He added that the letter could include 
resolutions with respect to the prospectives for 
the Party and offered the opinion that such conferences 
would have a stimulating and mobilizing effect upon 
the Party at this time and also serve to prevent 
distortion being spread within the Party. 

THOMPSON advised that he considered the 
proposal for ELIZABETH ( GURLEY ELYNN ) to become the 
editor-in-chief of the Sunday "Worker" to be a very 
substantial and good proposal. He prognosticated that 
this action would have a very good, immediate and long 
term effect upon the quality of the paper itself, in 
addition to improving the relationship £,nd the attitude 
of the Party toward the paper. He added that this 
should help facilitate the drive to put the paper on 
the street, 

THOMPSON commented that he was in favor 
of SI (GERSON) remaining as Executive Editor of the 
paper and offered the opinion that SI wanted to remain. 
He advised that it was his hope that GEORGE (MEYERS) 
receive very carefxil consideration with respect to the 
position of $rade pfnion Secretary explaining that he 
realized it would involve a lot of personal and family 
problems for GEORGE, but stated that if he could accept 
it, it would be an extremely helpful thing for the Party. 
He related that it would be helpful in strengthening 
the general leadership of the center and added that among 
other things, if GEORGE came in as Trade Union Secretary, 
it would represent to some extent a refreshing of the 
c enter . 

Remarks of ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYN N 

She stated "the meat axe attitude is gone". 
She offered the opinion that there woul$ more regard 
for security in the future. She recalled the time when 
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NY 100-80641 



documents flew all over the country and stated that 
when she left for prison there had heen some regard 
for security. She remarked that she was very honored 
by the proposal (editor-in-chief) and added that 
although she was- physically hampe^e^ .' in a good many 
ways, she was confident that she would be able to do 
a better job than her predecessor (JOHN GATES) „ She 
stated that she would feel more confident in facing the 
responsibility of the position if she could be sure 
that SI (GERSON) would remain, describing him as 
extremely competent. 

She continued by stating that she had 
worked with SI under many circumstances, describing him 
as very competent and loyal to the party, and offering 
the hope that he would accept the proposal without rancor. 
She petitioned (GEORGE MEYERS) to consider the situation 
carefully and also the importance of not having a sense 
of "inferiority'', stating that she often felt that 
she owed GEORGE an apology e She added that with BOB 
(THOMPSON) as Organizational Secretary they would be 
off to a good start. 

Remarks of JACK STACHBL 

He compared the Party in the US to that 
of China, suggesting that the Party follow the 
policies so successfully applied by the Chinese comrades, 
In discussing the paper ("The Worker"), he stated that 
In his opinion there was no contradiction between the 
paper being a mass paper dealing with main issues and 
reaching new workers, and at the same time administering 
to the needs of the Party itself. 

He referred $io DENNIS, JACKSON, THOMPSON 
and LUMER as the four people who are working full time 
and commented that they could divide the work wherein 
one, in the absence of the other, could carry on* As an

example of this he cited how THOMPSON, in the absence 
of LUMER could handle the educational work. He stated 
that even though he felt that the comrades were ready 
to elect officers j he felt they should not make 
anything final at that time. He mentioned that at 
a future meeting, possibly two or three weeks from 
then, they could discuss the situation again and then 
reach their final decisions, commenting that in the 
meantime, GEORGE (MEYERS) could think things over.

Remarks of Unknown Male 
(Possibly MICKEY LIMA) 

He discussed organizational problems, ^pei£^king that 
a number of staff people have various assignments which t£nd 
to run together j declaring that because of this, the political 
center does not stand out as such. He recommended that an 
administrative link to the Executive Committee be set up with 
either GENE (DENNIS) or BOB ( THOMPSON) to be responsible for 
attending to the details. He related that in the recent past 
a number of individuals had been given temporary assignments 
upon their release from jail and as a result he, himself, was 
not clear as to who was responsible to whom or for what. He 
stated that without assigned areas of responsibility "it" 
just does not work over a long period of time. 

He stated that in relation to the 1958 elections, 
they had singled out the question of anti-labor legislation 
and unemployment as the key factors. He commented that if the 
Party would concentrate on these, it would be possible for 
them to set the Party into motion as an organized unit. He 
commented upon the labor movement being in motion throughout 
the country, and stated that as far as the Party was concerned, 
it was the most obvious facet to be utilized in setting the 
Party into motion as an organized force. He further commented 
that unemployment and anti-labor legislation would become a 
major problem in every key district and key city in the country, 
and advocated an aggressive move on the part of the Party 
to follow up the effects of the Mc Clellan Committee on labor. 
He described the Negro question as being directly tied in with 
both unemployment' and anti-labor activities. 

He advised that the„ situation with regard to the 
Labor Youth League (LYL) was folding up and commented that many 
young labor youth people were becoming involved in Socialist 
groupings. He advocated the setting up of new clubs in an 
attempt to bring together the young people of the Party and 
give them some form whereby they could begin to re-establish 
control and direction of the younger people. He referred to 
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a lecture at the Stanford University campus, given by AL (LNU) , 
and remarked how the students there had kept AL (LNU) plied 
with questions for hours after the class was over. With 
reference to the latter situation, he averred that the Party 
has to figure out the form and ways to begin to provide the - 
avenues for refreshing the Party. He stated that the Party 
can not move forward with people who are in their late 50s, 
60s, and 70s. He commented upon the necessity for tackling 
the political and ideological questions that face the Party, 
saying that one of the .things that has to be handled is 
"aggressive factionalism." He remarked that they would have 
to guarantee that people had ways of raising ideological 
questions. He mentioned the fact that at present there were 
a number of people ready to follow the ideological thinking 
of GATES (JOHN) . He advised that the type of attitude 
amongst the members of the committee would have a profound 
effect on what remained in the thinking and the minds of. 
the comrades throughout the Party. 

Remarks of Unknown Male 
(Possibly HY LUMER) 

He advocated the preparation' of a plan for restoring 
Party legality, and mentioned the use of educational ends as 
a possible means toward achieving this legal restoration. 
In commenting on careerism, he mentioned that there were those 
comrades who worked full time in the Party, and stated that 
they will have to justify their careers by the power of their 
own words. The informant advised that this comment was 
followed by much laughter. He referred to LENIN as being a 
model of modesty and commented that they should all follow 
LENIN's example and be modest. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

He stated that he agreed with the proposals of 
GENE (DENNIS) and BOB (THOMPSON), commenting that both 
proposals dealt with how to bring the National Committee 
meeting to the membership. He advised that he would add 
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only one other thought which was that the National Committee 
members must themselves appear before the Party and thus 
cement a relationship that they had not had within the Party 
in the past. He enumerated the following as being the primary 
things which the National Committee had prefixed: 

1. Unemployment must be popularized, 

2. The question of the roll of the Party around* 
DENNIS 1 resolution. 

3. The question of leadership. 

He proff erred the opinion that the Party expected 
bold action and above all a very clear exposition of the role 
of the Party. He stated that he shared the members* feelings 
about explaining to the membership the Party 1 s rol® and also 

popularizing the DENNIS resolution. He continued that 
leadership has to activate the Party, saying that it needs all 
of the skills, flexibilities, tactics, and experience within 
the cadre of the Party in order to achieve results. He 
described the job to be accomplished as a challenge to the 
entire leadership. He stated that the argument would be 
raised that the whole thing was a violation of the l6th 
National Convention, offering the opinion that there could 
be no quarter given on this- question. He remarked that 
inasmuch as most comrades were loyal, the development of a 
proper line and policy would have a very profound effect 
upon all of the comrades. 

He commented upon the ROBESON (PAUL) book and 
described it as a major political event in America, He 
added that this book was a real weapon of Negro integration, 
peace, etc. With reference to the question of peace, he 
discussed the bombing of a small town by the French * (apparently 
referring to the Tunisian bombing incident) and stated" that 
not only was it an example of brutality by the French Army, 
but also a classic example of "how a war could start accidentally. 
He remarked upon planes flying around loaded with H Bombs and 
the possibility of an accident involving same of leading the 
world into another war. With reference to the Tunisian 
incident and his above remarks, he stated that the Party had 
not really grabbed on to it as it should have. 
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He mentioned that he wanted an expression of 
opinion on SI (GERSON) , saying that for the moment SI 
would be a very good thing for the particular situation * 
He remarked that he thought PATTERSON (WILLIAM L.. PATTERSON) 
should be on the Editorial Board even though that would not 
solve the problem of a leading Negro advisor on the Editorial 
Board (of "The Worker 1 '). He advocated getting in touch with 
MICKEY (LIMA) in order to acquire his views on questions which 
would be coming up* saying that he did not mean just contacting 
MICKEY on a once a month basis. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

He descxribed the meeting as an auspicious beginning 
and stated that he was particularly appreciative of the 
opinions expressed in regard to the National Committee, 
saying that the Party, itself, will pass judgment on the 
"Document . n He mentioned that the leadership will have to 
think in terms of messages to the membership - . * • 

which should come from the National Executive Committee. 
He advocated that high priority should be given to the report 
of HY (LUMER) , He commented that there were not too many 
comrades who had demonstrated a capacity for organization. He 
mentioned that the total actual registration was up about 
3 .,500. He commented upon a meeting in Youngstown with an 
attendance of 15, whereas only five participants had "been 
anticipated for the meeting* He further commented that this 
meeting 'had responded enthusiastically to the material put 
out by the District and that they had pr3.marily gathered 
because they had wanted to move on unemployment* He referred 
to a situation in Chicago wherein there was over 4,000 
circulation amongst the Poles (Polish people) in that area 
and commented that that would almost be 100 times more than 
the number of Poles in the Party. He referred to the number 
of Hungarians amongst the miners and steel workers who had 
been neglected for approximately one and one half ye^rs 
during the height of the Mc Carthyite period 0 
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During the course of DENNIS 1 remarks, an unknown 
male asked him if the Committee would replace the present 
Board, to which DENNIS replied that the comrades, themselves, 
will decide if they desire to enlarge the Board* 

BOB THOMPSON advocated that GENE (DENNIS) should 
"be made Secretary of the Committee, adding that he thought 
more time was needed to find the "best possible solution 
to designating organizational secretary responsibilities . 

JACK STACHEL remarked that ELIZABETH 1 s (GURLEY 
FLYNN's) office (Editor in Chief of n The Worker) could hot 
be announced. 

The informant advised that at this time a general 
discussion was had concerning the possibility of additional 
members being added to the National Executive Committee, 
and also concerning whether or not formal announcements 
should be made. 

During this discussion, STACHEL (JACK) commented 
upon the fact that they did not have a full time organizer 
in the New England States District, describing that area 
as one of the most important districts. STACHEL cited the 
need for comrades who could actually perform organization 
work and referred to ROBERTS (ph.) as one of the best 
organizers. STACHEL then discussed the importance of the 
position of the organj zational secretary and the necessity 
of having everyone assist him, describing the need for a 
comrade for that job who could think politically. STACHEL 
stated that in his opinion New York City should have 
5,000 members. 

Informant advised that the meeting ended with no 
action taken on specific recommendations, but with the 
decision that they would meet again on the following week.

Following is a summary of-oWMoMi information con 
cerning the reaction of the CP leaders to the Director's hook, 
"Masters of Deceit". 

NY 2010-S* on 3/26/58 advised that in a conversation 
between GENE DENNIS -and HERBERT APTHEKER,. New Century Publishers, 
DENNIS inquired as to APTHEKER' s thoughts on the handling of 
"Masters of Deceit". APTHEKER said that he sent for a copy of it 
hut that they had refused to give him the review copy. DENNIS 
CEtmmented that "You know it's not an ordinary piece of publication 
—and in addition to the big push on it in all the reviews and 
what-not, I see they're going to town in — on TV"i APTHEKER 
replied, "Yes, it's a big thing. We ought to have somebody 
really deal with it from the phenomenon of a cop being the 
leading philosopher here in this country — the leading savant 
as to the meaning of Marxism-Leninism — that's what we've come 
to here — that is a frame-up cop — cop who killed SACCO and 
VANZETTI and so on— this is— our criterion." 
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In further speaking of what they will do concerning 
book, APTHEKER stated, apparently referring to articles to 
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be written, that "it should he a top level job". DENNIS agreed to 
this and APTHEKER added, "It might— it probably would be best if 
it were somebody who had been in Jail through this rat". DENNIS 
interjected, "There are a lot of candidates for that", and laughed.. 

Later on the same date, informant' advised that DENNIS 
contacted JACK STACHEL and confirmed the fact that SI (GERSON) 
was doing a review on "Masters of Deceit" and inquired. of STACHEL" 
When the review is to appear.. STACHEL replied that he did not 
know whether or not it would be this week or next week. 

NY 2010-S* advised that GENE DENNIS later in a conversa- 
tion with SIMON GERSON asked GERSON, "Listen guy— what's the 
score on your review of the book?" GERSON replied, "It's already 
in there". DENNIS asked if it will appear this week and GERSON 
said no, explaining, "You know it's one of those things— it's 
a long thing and so they use it for time copy"; GERSON added 
that he is going to press for it to be published in the next 
issue, thereafter. He continued, "I also know that there are a 
number of other places that want it, if you know what I mean— 
. they want to reprint it— and it's one of those definitive things — 

you know^-where I really go after the son of a, b and I amass— 

a good deal of evidence down the years that people have forgotten 
—I'm anxious to see it done. I gave it to Joe (possible JOE 
NORTH) yesterday— I spent all day at the office working on it." 

DENNIS then asked GERSON for a copy of the book and 
GERSON suggested that a copy be purchased, stating that he thought 
it was important enough to keep one in the office, and suggested 
they could get a copy at a reduction at the bookshop. GERSON 
; suggested that they should circulate a copy of the book, remarking 
"It's an awful piece of crap, but it's the kind of thing you 
gotta read". DENNIS agreed.
